IN TRIBUTE 


Hadley’s Loyal citizen, Frank C. Reynolds, has served the 
town as a prudent, foresighted selectman for twenty-three years. 
It is fitting that this Town Report is dedicated to Frank, who 
has been instrumental in designing the present format to include 
pictures and pertinent information which has resulted in reports 
being both useful and attractive. For several years the book 
has received honorable recognition from the Massachusetts Se- 
lectmen’s Association. 


In this brief tribute it is impossible to mention all the phas- 
es of a selectman’s work in relation to the life and business of 
the town. Nurtured in the tradition of public service because 
his father also had been a selectman, Frank has had an unusual 
store of knowledge of the events and of the people living in 
Hadley. What goes on is important to him. In his quiet, un- 
assuming manner he has carried out his responsibilities accord- 
ing to his self-imposed high standards. When Hadley draftees 
left for World War II from the Town Hall, Frank Reynolds was 


there to honor their going. 


He has kept track or infinite detail without losing the sig- 
nificance of the whole picture. He has initiated projects and 
persistently worked for improvements with full awareness of 
and consideration for the cost to the taxpayers. The physical 
remodeling of the Town Hall is an example. This fine old build- 
ing has been made useful for modern needs at a moderate outlay 
through his careful planning. Another main concern has been 
to get protection for Hadley from flood and erosion with the aid 
of state and federal funds. The riprapping has been extended 
to cover more and more of the threatened banks of the river. 
The beauty of our cemeteries is admired by visitors seeking 


genealogical information, which Frank generously supplies. 


Hadley has been fortunate that Frank has given so much of 
his time. energy, and concern for so long. His resignation is 
our loss, but it would be ungenerous not to wish him an enjoy- 
able retirement, full of the satisfactions of his personal interests 
which public life has postponed until now.

all articles: 


Article 1. To elect all necessary officers of the Town.

The polls will be open at ten-thirty in the forenoon and 
kept open at least four hours as the majority of the voters shall 
direct, but in no case later than eight o’clock in the evening. 


Article 2. To authorize the Selectmen to sell and convey 
by proper deeds in the name of the Town any land owned by 
the Town or to grant an easement in any land owned or in the 
control of the Town or act anything thereon. 
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Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to defend all suits that may be brought against the Town, em- 
ploying counsel when same be needed or act anything thereon. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January lst, 1964, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor payable within one year, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, 
in accordance with the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17, 
or take any action thereon. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell after giving notice of sale, in some convenient place in 
Town, fourteen days at least before the sale of property taken 
by the Town under tax title procedure provided that the Select- 
men or whomsoever they may authorize to hold such public 
auction, may reject any bids which may deem to be inadequate 
or take any action thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate such sums of money as shall be deemed necessary to 
defray the current expenses of the current financial year and to 
fix the salary and compensation of all elected officials of the 
Town as provided by Section 108 of Chapter 41 of the General 
Laws as amended: Moderator; Selectmen; Town Clerk; Tax 
Collector; Treasurer; Assessors; Constables; Board of Welfare; 
Board of Health; and Elector Under the Oliver Smith Will, or 
take any action thereon. 


Article 7. Tio see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts and the County of Hampshire under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 90 of the General Laws and raise and appropriate the sum of 
thirty-two thousand six hundred sixty-one dollars and sixteen 
cents ($32,661.16), eleven thousand six hundred ($11,600.00) 
dollars the State share, fifty-eight hundred dollars ($5,800.00) 
the County share and fifteen thousand two hundred sixty-one 
dollars and sixteen cents ($15,261.16) the Town share, of which 
nine thousand four hundred sixty-one dollars and sixteen cents

($9,461.16), the State grant under Chapter 782, Acts of 1962, 
shall be part of the Town’s share, for the reconstruction of 
Town highways, or act anything thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts and the County of Hampshire for the maintenance of Chap- 
ter 90 roads under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts and appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) the State’s share, two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00) the County’s share and two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00) the Town’s share, totaling six thousand dollars 
($6,000.00) or act anything thereon. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to co-operate with the State under the provisions of 
Chapter 81 of the General Laws and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-four thousand eight hundred dollars 
($24,800.00), the State’s share seventeen thousand fifty dollars 
($17,050.00) and the Town’s share seven thousand seven hundred 
fifty dollars ($7,750.00) or take action thereon. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to have Shattuck Road surveyed and laid out 3 rods 
wide from River Drive to the Sunderland line, make an appro- 
priation for expense of this survey, also to accept any gifts of 
land along said right of way, and if necessary, to take by em- 
inent domain any land needed to complete the layout or take 
action thereon. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase a dump truck for the Highway Depart- 
ment and to sell or trade the 1950 Mack to apply on the pur- 
chase, said funds to be taken from the Road Machinery earnings 
fund or take action thereon. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money to complete the sidewalk on the West side of 
Middle Street from Philip Surgen’s house to Bay Road or take 
action thereon. 
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Article 138. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of eight hundred fifty dollars ($850.00) for 
repairs to the North wall of the West Street fire station, or 
take action thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 
IIIB Agricultural-Resident District, subsection 2d by deleting 
the words two family, and inserting multiple family in place 
thereof. 


d. Conversion of a one-family dwelling existing at the time 
of the adoption of this by-law, into a multiple-family dwelling, 
with no construction of any additions to existing building or 
act thereon. 


b. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Section ITIC. 
Business District subsection 2, by adding subsection b to read 
as follows: 


Conversion of a one-family dwelling existing at the time of 
the adoption of the by-law into a multiple-family dwelling with 
no additional construction or act anything thereon. 


D. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section C In- 
dustrial District subsection to read as follows: Conversion of a 
one-family dwelling existing at time of adoption of this by-law 
into a multiple-family dwelling without any additional con- 
struction or take action thereon. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to have a com- 
mittee appointed to revise the Town by-laws and bring them 
up-to-date, and to print them including all the recent by-laws 
governing actions of Town Boards, and make an appropriation 
of a sum of money for the same or take action thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money from available funds, and that this sum be 
used in computing the tax levy for 1964 or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of thirty-five hundred dollars ($3,500.00) to connect 
the Russell schoolhouse and the high school buildings with the 
Middle Street sewer lines or take action thereon. 
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Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for the use of the Sewer Commissioners for 
maintenance, salaries and office expenses or take action thereon. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) for the repair 
of cemetery tool houses and fenses, said money to be transferred 
from the sale of lots fund or take action thereon. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the use of the 
committee preparing for the 300th anniversary of Hopkins Acad- 
emy of take action thereon. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of making necessary 
repairs to the Russell School roof or take action thereon. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of partitioning part 
of the Shop area in Hopkins Academy into an additional aca- 
demic classroom or take action thereon. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote or take any ac- 
tion to rezone a portion of the town, now zoned for business 
uses to and for Industrial uses, described as follows: From a 
point west bound of property, now owned by William Kicza, 
303 Russell Street and at a 300 foot perpendicular distance to 
Russell Street; then, a Northeast direction and parallel at a 300 
foot distance to Russell Street to a point on the Hadley- 
Amherst towns boundary; then, South along the Hadley-Amherst 
towns boundary to the property now owned by the Boston and 
Maine Railway Company; then, Westerly along the property 
boundary of the Boston and Maine Railway Company to a point 
of juncture of the Western bound of property, now owned by 
William Kicza; then, North along the West bound of Kicza’s 
property to the point of beginning, or take action thereon. 
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Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
establishment of a SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE whose 
members shall be the present members of the School Buildings 
Needs Committee, namely: Robert G. Light, Alexander Madenski, 
John Mish, Jr., Allen E. Piper, James F. Kentfield and Edward 
W. Tudryn, and members of the present school committee, 
namely: Sebastian Chunglo, Edward Gronostalski, John S. 
Kelley, Jr., Patrick D. Kelleher and Edward C. Wanczyk, and 
any new members duly elected as members of the School Com- 
mittee at the Annual Meeting of 1964. No other members shall 
be added to this SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE except by 
election by said COMMITTEE in the event vacancies occur; and 
further, that the said School Building Committee be empowered 
to draw up preliminary plans for additional school facilities at 
Hopkins Academy and to present these plans for approval by 
the townspeople at the first practical moment, and further, that 
a sum of money be raised and appropriated for the use of this 
COMMITTEE, provided, however, that no portion of this money 
be expended until such time as state aid for the construction of 
such facilities (under the General Law of our Commonwealth, 
as amended) is assured for such said facilities, or act anything 
thereon. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to elect a board 
of Park Commissioners as permitted by Section 2, Chapter 45 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts, consisting of three per- 
sons who shall be elected to hold office for terms of one, two 
and three years respectively from their election or until their 
successors are qualified, and thereafter, the Town will vote 
annually to elect one such Commissioner for a term of three 
years; and further, to see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for said Commission to promote rec- 
reation, play, sport and physical education under the powers 
conterred by Section 14, Chapter 45 of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts, or act anything thereon. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will adopt the following 
by-law relative to the supervision of plumbing or take action 
thereon. 
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TOWN OF HADLEY 


A By-law Relative to the Supervision of Plumbing 
SECTION 1. 


General 


The Board of Health shall have control of the supervision 
and inspection of plumbing; and shall enforce all laws, By-laws 
and regulations relative thereto. 


SECTION 2. 
Definitions 


For the purpose of this chapter, the following definitions 
shall apply: 


(a) “Plumbing” is the installing, repairing or altering of 
the pipes, fixtures and other apparatus for the removai of liquid 
or water carried wastes. 


(b) "Plumbing System” is the system of pipes, fixture and 
other apparatus for the removal of liquid or water carried 
wastes, including the valves, taps and soil, waste and vent pipes; 
with their devices, appurtenances and connections. This also 
applies to roof rain water leaders as hereinafter provided. 


(c) “House Sewer” or ”“Main Drain” is that part of the 
horizontal piping that extends from just inside the foundation 
wall of a building or other structure to its connection with the 
main or street sewer, or septic tank. 


(d) ”House Drain” is that part of the horizontal piping of 
a house drainage system which receives the discharge of all soil, 
waste and other drainage pipes inside the walls of a building 
and conveys the same to the house sewer. 


(e) "Soil Pipe” is a pipe which conveys the discharge from 
water closets or urinals, with or without the discharge of other 
fixtures, to the house drain. 

(f) "Soil Stack” is a vertical pipe that receives the dis- 
charge from water closets or urinals, but may also receive the 
discharge from other fixtures. 

(g) “Waste Pipe” is a pipe which receives the discharge 
from any fixtures except water-closets or urinals, and conveys 
the same to the soil pipe or house drain. 

(h) “Waste Stack” is a vertical pipe which receives the 
discharge from fixtures other than water closets or urinals. 
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(i) “Main Soil or Waste Vent” is that part of the main soil 
or waste pipe above the highest installed branch or fixture 
connection; and extends through the roof. 

(j) “Vent Pipe” is a pipe which serves to ventilate a 
house drainage system and to prevent siphonage or back pressure. 

(k) “Wet Vent” is a section of a vent pipe that may be 
used for both waste and vent. 

(1) ”Circuit or Loop Vent” is the extension of the horizon- 
tal soil pipe in a vertical line; and connecting to a main vent 
above the overflow point of adjoining fixtures. 


(m) ”Continous Vent” is a continuation of the waste pipe 
in a vertical line instead of being branched into the waste pipe 
or being connected to the trap. 


(n) "Trap”is a fitting constructed to prevent the passage 
of air, or gas through a pipe without materially affecting the 
flow of the sewage or waste water. 


(o) “Depth of Trap Seal” is indicated by the height of the 
water column measured between the overflow and dip of the 
trap. 

(p) “Local Vent Pipe” is a pipe through which air is re- 
moved from a fixture. 


(q) "Plumbing Fixture” -- A receptacle or appurtenance 
connected to a water supply and intended to receive water, li- 
quid or water carried waste and discharge into a drainage sys- 
tem with which it is connected directly or indirectly. 


(r) “Sink” -- A plumbing fixture usually found in a kit- 
chen the waste from which may contain grease or greasy sub- 
stances. 


SECTION 3. 


Licenses 


No person shall engage in the business of a master plumber 
or work as a journeyman plumber unless he is lawfully licensed 
by the State Examiners of Plumbers. Every master plumber’s 
license, or certificate shall at all times be displayed conspic- 
uously within his place of business. The license of a journeyman 
plumber shall be exhibited whenever required by an Inspector 
of Plumbing. 


SECTION 4. 


Permits and Fees 


No pipes, tanks, faucets, valves or fixtures by and through 
which water or sewage is used or carried shall be placed in any 
building or other structure until a permit therefor has been 
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issued by the Board of Health, or its authorized representative. 
Applications for such permits shall be made upon blanks pro- 
vided for the purpose by said Board; which shall state the work 
to be performed, the locations of the buildings and the names 
of the persons for and by whom the work is to be done. Each 
permit issued shall be subject to the express conditions set 
forth therein (that all provisions of statute or By-law that re- 
late to plumbing shall be complied with). A permit to install 
new plumbing in areas not provided with a sanitary sewer shall 
not be issued until a percolation test satisfactory to the Board 
of Health has been performed. Permits to perform plumbing 
shall be issued to Master Plumbers only. 


FEES: Fees for Permits shall be as follows: 


(a) For all new buildings which require plumbing a fee 
of ($5.00) Five Dollars shall be charged for a permit, up to and 
including 7 fixtures; and $1.00 additional for each additional 
fixture. 


(bo) For all old buildings which require plumbing a fee of 
$1.00 per fixture shall be charged. 


(c) In all cases where a single fixture shall be replaced 
with a new fixture, a permit shall be required and a fee of 
($1.00) One Dollar charged. This shall apply to installation or 
replacements of range boilers, storage systems, hot water tanks, 
domestic hot water appliances, sink and tray combination., water 
closets, water coolers, lavatories or replacement. 


(d) Replacement of soil piping, wastes or traps, and the 
installation or replacement of water distributing piping, shall 
require a permit and fee of ($1.00) One Dollar shall be charged. 


(e) In all cases fees shall accompany the applications for 
permits. All fees shall be payable to the Town of Hadley. 


SECTION 5. 


Tests 


A person shall not use, nor permit the use of, a system of 
plumbing and drainage hereafter installed in a building or other 
structure before the same has been tested and approved by the 
Plumbing Inspector, nor until a proper and adequate water sup- 
ply has been provided. 


SECTION 6. 


Water Closets Required 
In every existing building used for human occupancy, and 
in every building for such occupancy hereafter erected, the 
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owner shall provide at least one (1) water closet properly lo- 
cated and connected with the drainage system. In buildings 
consisting of two (2) or more dwelling units, there shall be at 
least one (1) separate water closet for each unit. 

(a) In every building hereafter altered or erected to pro- 
vide dwelling units, in addition to one (1) water closet, there 
Shall be provided for each unit, one (1) lavatory, bathing fa- 
cilities, and one (1) kitchen sink properly connected to the 
plumbing and drainage system. 

(b) For a place of assembly. as defined in Chapter 143, 
General Laws, hereafter erected or extensively remodeled, there 
shall be one (1) water closet for every one hundred (100) per- 
sons, but not less than four (4) in any case. A urinal may be 
substituted for a water closet, when such substitution is ap- 
proved by an Inspector of Plumbing. 

(c) Every building shall have such number of water 
closets and facilities for hand washing as the Board of Health 
may require. Every building where persons are employed shall 
have at least on water closet and facility for hand washing for 
every fifteen (15) persons employed therein. Every building 
where persons of both sexes are employed, separate accommoda- 
tions shall be furnished for both men and women. 


SECTION 7. 


Description and Plans of Work 


A person shall not construct, remove, add to nor alter the 
plumbing system of a building or other structure, except solely 
by ways of repairs, until a notice or written description of the 
work to be performed has been filed with the Board of Health. 
A person shall not commence work upon such plumbing until 
the plans have been approved by the Board of Health, or its au- 
thorized representative. After a plan has been so approved, no 
alterations of the same shall be made without permission from 
the Board of Health, or its authorized representative. 


SECTION 8. 


Defective Fixtures 
Fixtures installed and found to be defective, or later found 
to be unsanitary, shall be repaired, renovated, replaced or re- 
moved upon written notice from the Board of Health or its au- 
thorized representative. 
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SECTION 9. 


Notice to Inspector 


An Inspector of Plumbing, who shall be called upon to ex- 
amine any work under the statutes or by-laws or regulations that 
relate to plumbing, shall be notified when such work is ready 
for inspection. All work must be left uncovered and convenient 
for examination until so examined and approved. 


SECTION 10. 


Connection With Public Sewer or Septic Tank 


(a) Drain Connection. The Plumbing of every building 
shall be separately and independentiy connected outside the 
building with the public sewer, if such a sewer is provided, or if 
such a public sewer is not provided, to an approved septic tank 
placed not less than ten (10) feet outside of the foundation wall. 


Extra heavy cast iron drains shall extend not less than five 
(5) feet from the inside face of the foundation wall, beyond and 
away from the building. The drain outside the building shall not 
be less than the size of the house drain and from a point five 
(5) feet from the wall to the street line or septic tank, shall be 
of the following approved materials; extra heavy iron pipe or 
with oakum and lead joints, or an approved asbestos fibre ce- 
ment sewer pipe with taper type asphalt sealed joints, or vit- 
rified clay sewer pipe with oakum and compound joints or 
oakum and poured leadite joints, or bituminous joints, or bit- 
uminized fibre pipe which meets the requirements of commer- 
cial standard CS116-54 with tooled tapered joints. 


The drain shall be laid when practicable in a straight line, 
with a uniform grade of not less than one-quarter (1/4) inch 
per foot to the street line. The main drain and sewer connection 
or septic tank shall not be covered nor concealed until approved 
by the Inspector of Plumbing. The main drain shall not run 
under or through the structure of an abutor. 


SECTION 11. 


Repairs and Alterations 


(a) Repairs to any part of a plumbing system shall con- 
form as nearly as practicable to the requirements for new work 
of like character. 


(b) If an unsanitary condition is found to exist in any 
building or other structure, such reasonable changes shall be 
made as the Board of Health shall require. 
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(c) Whenever, in the opinion of the Plumbing Inspector, 
special conditions arise that render it impracticable to comply 
with all the provisions herein specified, modifications may be 
allowed, provided the premises are left in a sanitary condition. 
The decision of the Board of Health shall be final in regard to 
such modifications, and the fact of a variation of the letter of 
the regulations being allowed in any one case shall not in any 
sense be considered a precedent for any other case. Application 
to and permission from the Board of Health shall first be ob- 
tained before any variations can be performed. 


SECTION 12. 


Demolition 


(a) When the removal of a tenant necessitates the removal 
of a fixture connected to the plumbing system, a permit for the 
work shall be secured. All connections to a fixture so removed 
shall be made water and gas tight. 


(b) Insofar as they are pertinent, the provisions of the 
above paragraph shall also apply when a build'ng or other struc- 
ture is demolished. 


SECTION 13. 


Inspection 

(a) Pipes or fixtures shall not be covered, nor concealed 
from view, until approved by an Inspector of Plumbing, who 
shall examine the same within two (2) working days of the re- 
ceipt of the notice that the work is ready for inspection. 

(b) A system of plumbing shall not be used unless, when 
roughed in, all the drain, waste and vent pipes have been pre- 
viously tested by water or sufficient air pressure in the presence 
of an Inspector of Plumbing. Concealed traps shall be in place 
at the time of this test. In cases of alteration only such a test 
may be omitted at the discretion of the Plumbing Inspector. 
Labor and materials shall be furnished by the plumber for the 
test. 

(c) When a system of piping is tested in sections, the pip- 
ing must be so arranged that at least a ten (10) foot head of 
water shall be maintained on that part of the system which is 
being tested. 

(d) Plumbing work shall be performed in a workmanlike 
manner, and, if found to be defective or in violation of this By- 
law shall immediately be made to comply with the requirements 
of this By-law. 
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(e) Notice shall be sent to the Board of Health immedi- 
ately upon the completion of the work for which a permit has 
been issued. 

(f) Plumbing work already constructed, or which may 
hereafter be constructed, shall upon request of an Inspector of 
Plumbing, be opened for examination and inspection. 

(g) Industrial and public buildings, camps -- 

(1) Plumbing and drainage in Industrial establish- 
ments in addition to the provisions of this code, must be in ac- 
cordance with the rules and regulations of the Massachusetts 
Department of Labor and Industries. 

(2) Plumbing and drainage in Public buildings in ad- 
dition to the provisions of this code, must be in accordance with 
the rules and regulations of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Safety. 


(3) Plumbing and drainage in Recreational Camps, 
Overnight camps or cabins, motels and trailer camps in addition 
to the provisions of this code must be in accordance with the 
rules and regulations of the General Laws of Massachusetts and 
the Hadley Board of Health covering such installations. 


(4) General Minimum material requirements -- Not- 
withstanding anything contained in any section of this code, the 
materials used in plumbing construction shall be of a quality 
and strength sufficient to withstand the strain, weight, pressure, 
wear and tear or other exigencies of service to which they will 
be or may be subjected. 


SECTION 14. 


Water Piping 
The water supply shall be distributed through an entirely 
independent piping system. 
The water service pipe and branches of any building shall 


be of sufficient size to permit a continuous ample flow of water 
on all floors simutaneously. 


All materials used in a water supply system shall be brass 
pipe I.P.S. or type L hard copper tubing government standard, 
new and free from defects, except that in a system under al- 
teration, materials that have been removed from said system 
and found in good sanitary condition and without defects may 
be re-used in said system. 


When a water supply entering the building exceeds a pres- 


sure of 125 pounds per square inch a pressure reducing valve 
shall be installed. 
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SECTION 15. 


Soil and Waste Pipes 


(a) Except as otherwise noted, all cast iron pipes and fit- 
tings shall be sound, cylindrical and smooth, of uniform thick- 
ness, extra heavy, and so marked. Cast iron threaded soil pipe 
may be used, if the fittings for same are properly recessed, but 
such soil pipe shall not be allowed below ground. 


(b) STANDARD PIPE -- In a structure where standard 
cast iron pipe has been used throughout, additions of the same 
grade of pipe for short connections may be used, but any new 
waste, soil or vent pipe extensions shall be of extra heavy pipe. 


(Ome IP Ee SUPPORTS == 
(1) Waste and soil stacks shall be securely supported 
at their bases. All pipes in such stacks shall be rigidly secured. 
(2) All horizontal cast-iron waste, soil or vent pipes 
shall be supported every five (5) feet, and other piping every 
ten (10) feet, with permanent, approved hangers. Lead pipe 
shall be properly supported. Such supports must be in position 
when the roughing test is made. 


(d) DRAIN PIPE -- If practicable, a drain pipe shall have 
a fall of not less than one-quarter (1/4) of an inch per foot; and 
shall extend from the property line to and through the roof to 
a height of not less than eighteen (18) inches above the roof; 
and not less than one (1) foot above the top of any window 
within ten (10) feet; and not less than eight (8) feet above the 
roof, if the roof is used for drying clothes or as a roof garden. 


(e) OTHER EXTENSIONS -- All vent pipes that extend 
through the roof or on the outside of a building, must be en- 
larged to not less than three (3) inches in diameter. All such 
vent extensions shall be of extra heavy cast iron or type M 
copper: tubing or wrought iron pipe. Where practicable, all in- 
creasers shall be of the long pattern. 


(f) VENT PIPE FLASHING -- Where a vent pipe passes 
through a roof, a tight and durable four (4) pound lead, or 
sixteen (16) ounce copper, roof connection shall be made. 


(g) DIAMETER OF SOIL PIPE -- The minimum diameter 
of a soil pipe shall be four (4) inches, except that a vertical 
soil pipe that receives the discharge from one (1) or two (2) 
complete bathrooms or equivalent fixture units may be three 
(3) inches. Such a three (3) inch soil pipe shall connect at the 
base with a four (4) inch horizontal line and shall continue full 
size through the roof. Not more than three (3) water closets 
shall discharge into a three (3) inch pipe. 
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(h) SEPARATE WASTE STACK -- Where a separate waste 
stack is required for fixtures on more than one (1) floor, it 
shall be of suitable diameter, not less than two (2) inches, and 
shall continue full size to the roof, or connect to the main soil 
or waste vent. 

(i) BRASS NIPPLES -- Galvanized steel of wrought iron 
vent pipe shall not be less than one and one-half (1%) inches in 
diameter; and all burrs formed by cutting shall be thoroughly 
reamed out before it is placed in position. Any nipples three (3) 
inches or less in length used on vent pipes shall be of brass or 
galvanized iron or steel of iron pipe size. 


(j) MATERIAL OF DRAINAGE SYSTEM -- Drain, soil 
and waste pipes and connections, which collectively make up 
the drainage system within the building, or other structure, shall 
be constructed of the following materials; extra heavy cast iron 
pipe; lead pipe; annealed brass pipe not less than No. 13 Stubbs 
gauge; or cold drawn copper tubing, type ‘“L’’, with cast brass, 
wrought copper or other approved soldered drainage fittings. 
Cast-iron pipe and fittings shall be of the grade known to the 
trade as extra heavy. All joints in cast iron pipe shall be made 
with oakum and molten lead, run full and caulked gas and water 
tight. Solder used in copper waste piping shall be a minimum 
of 50-50 grade. 


(k) Waste pipe surrounded by cinder concrete shall be 
painted with asphalt and wrapped with tar paper. 


(1) Waste pine underground and more than five (5) feet 
long shall not be less than two (2) inches in diameter. 


(m) A waste stack for a line of kitchen sinks on more 
than three (3) floors shall be not less than three (3) inches in 
diameter. Where the waste pipe from a sink or laundry tray 
enters a waste pipe for bathroom fixtures, it shall be increased 
to at least two (2) inches in diameter at the point of inter- 
section. A branch waste for a kitchen sink over twenty (20) 
feet long shall be not less than two (2) inches in diameter. 


(n) WASTE PIPES UNDERGROUND -- 


(1) Drain pipes and connections within structures 
shall be of sufficient size, and, if underground, shall be of extra 
heavy cast-iron pipe, or type “L” copper tubing. When pro- 
vision is made for the future installation of fixtures, those pro- 
vided for shall be considered in determining the required sizes 
of drain pipes. Construction to provide for such future installa- 
tions shall be terminated with a plugged fitting or fittings at 
the stack and shall be vented as required. 


(2) Size of drains and sewers -- The minimum size 
of sanitary house and main drains shall be based on the total

number of fixture units drained by not less than four (4) inches 
in diameter:

Size of Soil and Waste Stacks 


The minimum size of soil or waste stacks shall be based on 
the total number of fixture units connected to the stack and in 
accordance with the following table (except as otherwise noted):

SECTION 17. 


Floor Drains 


Floor drains when connected to a drainage system shall have 
non-siphonable traps, the connection to be made from a branch 
in the main drain through a backwater valve and running trap, 
the valve to be placed between the drain and the trap. 


The floor drain above the basement or cellar floor shall be 
considered as a plumbing fixture. 


SECTION 18. 
Catch Basins 


A yard catch basin shall be constructed in a watertight and 
durable manner, and may be of cement concrete, brick or iron 
pipe. The outlet shall be provided with at least a four (4) inch 
inverted iron bend, submerged at least eight (8) inches; and 
placed in the well of the basin not less than (3) feet, if prac- 
ticable, below the surface of the adjoining ground. The basin 
must be provided with a heavy cast-iron cover or strainer set 
flush with the surrounding ground. 


SECTION 19. 
Slumps and Ejectors 


In a structure in which the whole or part of the house 
drainage or plumbing system lies below the crown level of the 
main drain, the sewage or house waste shall be discharged into 
an approved air-tight sump, so located as to receive the sewage 
by gravity; from which sump, the sewage shall be lifted and 
discharged into the house drain by a pump, ejector, or an equal- 
ly efficient mechanical method. The waste pipe from such a 
sump shall be provided with a back valve, and no hydraulic 
pumps are permitted. 
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SECTION 20. 
Internal Roof Rain-Water Leaders 

(a) Roof rain-water leaders shall be connected only to 
storm drains or into dry wells. 

(b) <A rain-water leader shall be connected at the roof to 
an approved roof outlet. A suitable slip-joint shall be provided 
to allow for the settling of the building. Patent roof connections 
of approved makes may be used. 

(c) Cast iron pipe shall be used under ground. Galvan- 
ized wrought iron, cast-iron, or brass pipe or copper tubing may 
be used above ground. 

(d) The size of rain-water leaders shall be in accordance 
with the following table:

SECTION 21. 

Acid Drains 
Where there is a discharge of industrial waste with an acid 
content, the drainage shall be through pipe of an acid resisting 
material. If placed outside a structure, such a pipe may be 
glazed, vitrified, earthenware pipe, with caulked and cemented 
joints, and shall be properly trapped before entering the main 
drain. In no case shall corrosive liquids or spent acids, liable 
to destroy or injure drain, sewer, soil or waste pipes, discharge 
into them without being thoroughly diluted or neutralized, by 
passing through a properly constructed and trapped dilution or 
neutralizing catch basin. Such a basin shall be provided with 
a sufficient intake of water, neutralizing medium or substance 
as to make its contents non-injurious before they are discharged. 


SECTION 22. 
Fittings 
(a) Fittings for galvanized steel or wrought iron vent pipes 
shall be of black cast iron, galvanized cast or malleable iron. 


(b) Where brass waste pipe is used, cast iron or brass fit- 
ting shall be required. All drainage fittings shall be recessed, 
with smooth interior waterways, and with threads tapped to 
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give a uniform grade to the branches of not less than one-quar- 
ter (44,”) of an inch per foot. Recessed fittings are not required 
for vent pipes. 

(c) A caulked joint between wrought iron, brass or copper 
pipe and soil pipe shall be by means of a Manhoff spigot. 

(d) Where the direction of flow of waste water changes 
from horizontal to vertical, short ninety (90) degree bends may 
be used, but for all other changes of direction in flow, long rad- 
ius bends of two (2) forty-five (45) degree fittings shall be used. 

(e) Short T-Y fittings shall not be used at the base of ver- 
tical soil pine lines. Double hubs shall not be used. Saddle hub 
fittings shall not be used. Branches in the stack shall be made 
byemesdns oly S sanGele vse 

SECTION 23. 
Cleanouts 

(a) The house drain shall be supplied with a Y fitting and 
a tapered brass screw, cast iron body clean out near the point 
where the drain leaves the building. A cleanout shall also be 
placed at the base of each vertical soil, waste or rainwater pipe. 

(b) Cleanouts below basement or cellar floor grades shall 
be brought up to such grades by means of forty-five (45) degree 
angle fittings when practicable and two (2) inches or more above 
grade. A cleanout shall not be placed within a transformer vault 
or coal bin. 

(c) Where a horizontal sink waste is more than five (5) 
feet long, a cleanout shall be placed in the end of the line and 
every thirty-five (35) feet along such a line; and in other lines 
smaller than four (4) inches in diameter, said cleanouts to be 
of the same diameter as the waste pipes. 


SECTION 24. 
Connections 


(a) All connections with horizontal pipes shall be made 
with Y branches. Changes in direction of soil pipes to be made 
with forty-five (45) degree angles when practicable. 

(b) A waste pipe from a fixture shall not be connected to 
a lead bend, except in old or repair work. 


SECTION 25. 
Backwater Valves 


Wherever the drain-pipes from fixtures are below ground 
level or are liable to discharge back flow from the sewers, they 
shall be provided with approved backwater or gate valves, 
placed on the branch lines. The seats and movable parts of such 
valves shall be of brass. 
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SECTION 26. 


Vent lipes 


(a) Where fixtures are so situated that the traps are sub- 
ject to siphonage or back-pressure, special vent pipes shall be 
installed. All siphonable traps must have continuous vents. 


(b) All water-closets, except those installed as upper fix- 
tures, shall be provided with vent pipes to prevent siphonage. 
Said pipes to be two (2) inches in diameter, if forty (40) feet or 
less in length; and shall be increased one (1) inch in diameter 
for each additional forty (40) feet or fraction thereof. 


(c) In systems where a battery of water-closets is installed 
with the main soil stack located at one end, the method of so- 
called “looped or circuit venting” may be used. The branch that 
receives the waste from the fixtures shall be continued to the 
end of the battery and connected between the last two (2) water- 
closets: this extension to be continued into the main vent stack 
at a point above the top of the fixtures. Said extension to be 
the same size as the soil pipe branch; except where not more 
than three (3) closets are served, such extension shall be not 
less than two (2) inches in diameter. A battery of four (4) and 
not more than eight (8) water-closets may be connected as above 
described, but, if more are required, a two (2) inch vent pipe 
shall be connected at a point halfway between the main soil and 
the vent stack; or an additional two (2) inch vent pipe shall be 
installed between each fourth and fifth additional closet and 
continued back into the main vent stack. If a double battery is 
installed, the above pipe shall be increased to three (3) inches. 
The vent stack in all systems must connect at its base with the 
soil pipe or house drain in such manner as to prevent and re- 
move the accumulation of rust scales. The traps of a battery of 
lavatories may be vented by means of a loop or circuit vent, if 
the size of the horizontal waste pipe is increased to at least one- 
half (14,) inch more in diameter than that required in the table 
of fixture units for such combined number of lavatories. The 
vent shall be the same size as the waste pipe. 

(d) The continuation of a soil pipe stack above the upper 
water-closet or single isolated fixture, shall be deemed trap ven- 
tilation. When necessary to back-vent a water-closet that requires 
an offset in the soil pipe above and closely adjoining a fitting 
for the same, the vent pipe shall be connected on the branch 
line for such fixture. 


(e) A water-closet or slop-sink, if placed more than five 
(5) feet in a horizontal line from a verticial soil pipe, shall be 
furnished with a separate vent pipe. 
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(f) No special vent shall be required when an inch and 
one-half (1%) outlet non-siphonable trap is not more than five 
(5) feet from vertical soil pipes, or a two (2) inch outlet non- 
siphonable trap is not more than twelve (12) from vertical soil 
pipes. All half-S traps shall be vented by means of continuous 
vents, connected to adjoining vent branches, or extended through 
the roofs. These vents must connect to the waste pipes at such 
points that the tops of the vent openings will be above the levels 
of the water in the traps but not more than forty-two (42) inches 
from the traps. A vent pipe shall not be taken from the crown 
of a trap. 


(g) Vent pipes for other than water-closets traps shall be 
not less than one and one-half (11,,) inches in diameter, if forty 
(40) feet or less in length; and shall be increased one size in 
diameter for each additional forty (40) feet in length or fraction 
thereof. 

(h) Branch vent pipes from single fixtures, or groups of 


fixtures, shall be combined in accordance with the following 
table: 


Two — 11, inch vent branches into one — 11, inch pipe. 
‘ehrees—= 11, inch vent branches into one — 2 inch pipe. 
Three — 2 inch vent branches into one — 2 inch pipe. 
Four — 2 inch vent branches into one — 3 inch pipe. 


(i) Vent pipes shall be of extra heavy cast iron, galvanized 
wrought iron or steel, or type M copper tubing and shall extend 
above the overflow points of the fixture vented as near to ver- 
tical as possible; and shall be connected with the vent stacks. 
Same to be run as directly as possible and graded so that con- 
densation of water cannot collect. No flat vents will be allowed. 


(j) In buildings that exceed four (4) stories in height, the 
vent pipe lines shall connect near the bases of the soil pipe lines, 
directly above the branches used for the lower fixtures; and 
shall extend separately through the roofs. The vent pipes shall 
be not less than four (4) inches in diameter, with suitable bran- 
ches provided on each floor that connects therewith; all such 
branches shall be connected at least eighteen (18) inches above 
the floor levels or above the levels of the adjoining fixtures. 

(k) The “wet vent” may be used as follows; one (1) lav- 
atory may waste into a tub or shower vent; a lavatory and, or, 
a kitchen sink may waste into a water-closet vent. 


SECTION 27%. 
Joints 


(a) Joints in cast iron pipes, except as otherwise provided, 
shall be packed with oakum, run full with molten lead to an 
average depnth of not less than one (1) inch, caulked, and made 

30 


gas and water tight. All joints in galvanized wrought iron vent 
or brass waste pipes shall be screwed joints made tight with 
pipe cement; and any burr made in cutting shall be carefully 
reamed out. All soldered joints used in connecting lead pipes 
shall be wiped joints. Stack or drain pipes shall not be tapped 
or drilled; a Y or T-Y shall be inserted in the stack or drain pipe. 


(b) Connections made with lead pipes to waste, soil or 
vent pipes of iron or brass, shall be made with brass connections, 
properly wiped, then screwed or caulked into the iron pipes. 

(c) “Wiped cup joints” shall not be permitted. No slip 
joints or unions shall be placed on the sewer side of the traps. 

(d) Where lead pipe is used for a waste from either a sink 
or a laundry tray, the connection to soil or waste pipe must be 
made through a cast-iron, copper or brass Y fitting, by means 
of a brass ferrule, solder nipple, or other approved fitting. No 
branch, wiped or soldered joint shall be used in such a con- 
nection. 


SECTION 28. 

Repair Plates 
Repair plates of cast-iron, with clamps, shall be used to 
close openings made for cleaning purposes on old work, when- 


ever the cleanouts installed cannot be used. Such repair plates 
to be made gas and water tight with sheet copper or lead. 


SECTION 29. 


Ferrules 


Brass ferrules shall be bell-shaped, and of the best quality, 
not less than four and one-half (4%) inches long, and not less 
than the following weights:

Ferrules less than one and one-half (1%) by two (2) inches 
shall not be used. 


SECTION 30. 
Water Closets 

(a) All receptacles used as water closets, urinals or other- 
wise for the disposal of human excreta, shall be vitrified earth- 
enware. 

(b) An approved vacuum breaker shall be an integral part 
of a flush valve used for flushing a water-closet or any other 
fixture. 
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(c) No flush valve shall be connected to a water-closet 
below the rim of the fixture. 


(d) All earthenware and closet traps shall be connected 
heavy, best quality brass floor or wall plates, that weigh not less 
than sixteen (16) ounces each, soldered to the lead bends and 
bolted to the trap flanges, by means of brass closet bolts. In ad- 
dition to these bolts, where holes are provided in the bases of 
the water-closet bowls, there shall be two (2) brass closet screws 
through the fronts of the flanges of the water-closets securely 
fastened to the floors. The joints between the earthenware and 
the floors shall be made tight with grafting wax, or stainless 
putty. 

(e) When cast-iron water-closet bends are used, the con- 
nections shall be by means of heavy brass or cast-iron flanges 
of an approved weight. The tops of the openings of such iron 
bends shall be not more than one (1) inch below the tops of the 
finished floors. All water-closet bends shall be in position at the 
time of the water test. Where flanges are caulked onto iron 
bends, the lead in the joints shall be at least one (1) inch deep. 


(f) Where lead bends are used, water-closets shall not be 
set up nor connected until after the soldered joints on the floor 
flanges have been examined and approved by an Inspector of 
Plumbing. Iron water-closet bend flanges shall also be inspect- 
ed, if required. 

(g) All water-closets for public or semi-public use shall be 
provided with oven front seats. A hand washing device shall be 
installed adiacent to any compartment or room containing a 
water-closet or urinal. 


SECTION 31. 
Ventilation of Toilet Rooms 


(a) Every toilet room containing a water-closet or urinal 
which is located so that no window or skylight of at least three 
(3) square feet, can be installed directly to the outside air shall 
be provided with a galvanized iron or copper duct which shall 
connect such toilet room with the outside air. Such duct shall 
terminate inside the toilet room with a register or grille which 
shall have a free area of the full duct size and shall terminate 
at the outside air with a weatherproof louvre and insect screen. 

(b) The minimum size of such duct shall be equal in area 
to twenty-eight (28) square inches. 

(c) The area shall be increased to allow twenty-eight (28) 
square inches of free area for each urinal. An approved exhaust 


fan with adequate CFM wired in series with the light, may be 
used in lieu of the above.

(d) In any public building where the public toilet rooms 
are located on inside walls without windows or skylights, a sy- 
stem of approved mechanical ventilation shall be installed to ex- 
haust outside the building, the system to be of proper capacity 
to change the air content of the room not less than six times an 
hour at normal temperature. 


SECTION 32. 
Refrigerator Drip Pipes 


(a) Drip pipes from refrigerators or receptacles in which 
food or provisions are stored shall not be directly connected with 
drain, soil, or waste pipes, but when it is necessary that they dis- 
charge into drains, shall drip or discharge into open sinks or 
other receptacles, placed within twelve (12) feet of vertical 
lines that are suitably trapped and connected with the drains. 
No refrigerator drip pipe smaller than one and one-quarter (1%) 
inches in diameter shall be used, and where more than two (2) 
refrigerators drip into the same pipe, it shall be increased to 
one and one-half inches, and for four (4) or more refrigerators, 
it shall be increased to two (2) inches. 


(b) Galvanized iron pipe may be used for such a purpose, 
and all fittings for the same must be of the recessed drainage 
pattern, with a cleanout provided at each turn, unless the turns 
are less than eight (8) feet apart. 


(c) A refrigerator in which food is stored for public sale 
shall drip or discharge into an open sink in the basement or 
other suitable location. Said sink shall be supplied with running 
water. This section does not apply to automatic refrigerators 
which discharge circulating water, but require no drip. Such 
circulating water shall he discharged into an open plumbing 
fixture or floor drain. 


(d) Refrigeration and Air Conditioning: Potable water shall 
not be used in refrigerating or air conditioning apparatus, unless 
the water supply thereto shall be located and provided with a 
suitable vacuum-breaking or air relief device at least six (6) 
inches above the top of any chamber or part in which water may 
be contained, sprayed or circulated. Units that deliver circulat- 
ing water or condensation from cooling coils shall waste into open 
plumbing fixtures, floor drains or through approved traps pro- 
perly installed with approved check valves on the outlets of the 
traps. 


SECTION 353. 


Steam Exhausts 
(a) A steam exhaust or blow-off shall not be directly con- 
nected with a soil, waste or vent pipe, but must pass through a 
blow-off tank of suitable capacity. Such a tank or condenser 
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shall be made of cast-iron or steel. The capacity shall be at least 
equal to the amount of water contained in the boiler between the 
levels of the two (2) adjacent gauge cocks. The inlet pipe to 
such a tank shall enter near the top, and the outlet shall also be 
connected at the top and turned down on the inside to within 
approximately six (6) inches of the bottom. 


(b) A vent pipe shall be connected at the top of the tank 
and earried through the roof or to some convenient point not 
less than five (5) feet from any window or ventilating shaft. 
Such a vent pipe shall not be less than two (2) inches in dia- 
meter, and of such increased diameter as may be required. 


(c) Water heated to over one hundred and forty (140) de- 
grees Fahrenheit shall not be allowed to enter any street sewer, 
house drains or lateral. When blow off tanks discharge water at 
higher temperature, they shall be provided with a cooling coil. 


SECTION 34. 
Fixture Traps 


(a) Each fixture shall have an effectual trap placed within 
three and one-half (3%) feet of its outlet, and which, if of 
a kind and in a position liable to be siphoned or rendered inef- 
fectual by air pressure, shall be protected therefrom by a pro- 
perly constructed vent pipe satisfactory to the Board of Health. 


(b) Four (4) inch cast brass or lead drum traps must be 
at least eight (8) inches long; lead traps shall be eight (8) pound 
lead. The above traps shall not be placed more than twelve (12) 
feet in a horizontal projection from vent lines and shall be equip- 
ped with brass cleanout covers. Approved cast brass anti-siphon 
bath traps may be used. A 14 S or P trap shall be of cast brass, 
or brass tube of 20 gauge minimum. Cast iron 4” x 8” drum trap 
may be used in basement floor or ceilings with brass covers. 


(c) The use of a single trap, if efficient, may be permitted 
for two (2) adjoining fixtures consisting of two (2) sinks, two 
(2) sets of wash trays, or one (1) set of wash trays and sink. 
The outlet from each fixture shall enter the trap separately, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided. 


(d) Every fixture trap, but those for water-closets and slop 
hoppers, shall have a seal of at least three (3) inches except a 
half-S trap shall have a one and one-half (11,,) inch seal. 

(e) The waste pipe from a half-S trap shall not pitch more 
than the diameter of said pipe, from the overflow point of the 
outlet of trap to the vent connection. In no case shall a half-S 
trap be placed more than forty-two (42) inches from a vent line. 

(f) When a grease-trap or interceptor is installed it shall 
be placed as near as possible to the fixture from which it re- 
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ceives the discharge and the grease interceptor capacity shall be 
twice the flow rate in gallons per minute of the fixture it serves. 

(g) Brass waste connections between fixtures and traps 
shall be not less than No. 20 B and S. gauge, and so marked by 
the manufacturers. 

(h) All traps and backwater valves shall be easily acces- 
sible and provided with cleaning screws. 

(1) Traps with covers that depend upon putty connections 
to make them water or gas tight are prohibited. 

(j) No form of trap shall be used which depends for its 
seal upon the action of movable parts, or interior partitions; 
except an earthenware trap where the trap seal is plainly visible. 

(k) The location of traps shall be such as to protect them 
from freezing. All concealed traps must be in place when the 
water test is made. 

(1) All lead traps shall correspond in weight with the lead 
pipe of corresponding diameter. 

(m) When in old work it is necessary to place the traps 
for soda fountains, drinking fountains, bars, or barber sinks, 
more than twelve (12) feet from vertical soil or waste pipes, or 
it is impracticable to have relief pipes, the above fixtures may 
discharge into open sinks in the basements or cellars which shall 
be installed within twelve (12) feet of vertical soil or waste 
pipes. Such sinks shall be supplied with running water and 
strainers. Where practicable a bow vent may be used. 

(n) The above named fixtures shall be provided with ap- 
proved traps placed as near the fixtures as practicable. 

(o) Sinks or wash trays of wood are prohibited, except in 
photographic studios. 

(p) When a urinal is installed in a room that has a wooden 
floor, a floor of impervious substance shall be installed. Such a 
floor shall extend at least one (1) foot in front of the fixture 
and one (1) foot on either side. 

(aq) The above measurements are from the outside edge of 
the flushing rim of the urinal. An impervious base of at least 
four (4) inches high, and the same width as the floor slab shall 
be set against the wall above the floor slab. 

(r) The lips of stall urinals shall be set flush with or below 
the floor surfaces immediately adiacent to the fixtures. 

(s) Wall type trough urinals shall not be allowed. 

(t) Drinking fountains shall be so designed that the lips 
cannot be placed upon the jets or the nozzle from which the 
water is delivered. 
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(u) The outlets of all supply nozzles to baths, lavatories 
or other fixtures shall be located at least one (1) inch above the 
overflow points of the fixtures, but in no case shall the mini- 
mum air gap be less than twice the diameter of the supply 
opening. 

(v) Special Traps: — 

(1) Floor drains in every structure in which gasoline, 
naphtha or other flammable compounds are used for business 
purposes shall be provided with a special approved trap or sep- 
arator, so designed as to prevent the passage of oils or gases into 
the sewer, which shall be ventillated with a separate pipe at 
least two (2) inches in diameter to a point 18” above the roof. 

(2) The waste of every washstand for vehicles shall be 
provided with a catch basin so designed that sand cannot pass 
into the drain. 


SECTION 535. 


Stables, Garages and Special Fixtures 
The drainage for stalls, stable fixtures, garages, service sta- 
tions, laboratories, and dental cuspidors shall be installed in ac- 
cordance with plans approved by the Board of Health. 


SECTION 36. 


Process Piping 
All drainage for industrial process piping shall be extra 
heavy cast iron below ground. Galvanized wrought iron, cast iron, 
brass pipe, or copper tubing hard drawn type L may be used 
above ground. 


SECTION 37. 


Cross Connection 

(a) Any connection in piping, whereby a public or private 
water supply used for drinking or culinary purposes is connected 
with a secondary supply or a supply of questionable quality or 
whereby polluted matter may enter the supply used for drink- 
ing, or culinary purposes, shall be considered a cross connection. 
No cross connection shall be installed unless the piping connec- 
tions and valves connected thereto have been approved by the 
Board of Health after tests showing that no polluted matter from 
such fixtures can enter the water supply system used for drink- 
ing or culinary purposes and all existing cross connections shown 
to be improper by test as herein indicated shall be removed. 
Check valves or other uni-flow devices may be considered as 
suitable mechanical means of separation only if these devices are 
accessible for overhauling or inspection and equipped with drains 
and test outlets and the installation is approved by the Board of 
Health. Temporary connections shall not be permitted. Valves of 
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the positive type which include gate, globe, stop and similar 
valves are not considered as adequate protection. Any cross con- 
nections permitted with a fire service supply shall be protected 
by a properly installed and adequately supervised all-bronze, 
rubber seated double check valve of a type approved by the 
State Department of Public Health. 


SECTION 38. 
Range Tanks, Relief Valves, Water Heating Devices 


PARAGRAPH 1. No range boiler, tank, vessel or contain- 
er, ferrous or non-ferrous, in which water is to be heated or 
stored under pressure for domestic, culinary or sanitary pur- 
poses, in this section and referred to as hot water tanks, shall be 
sold or offered for sale unless it is plainly marked by stamping 
into the metal of the tank, or on a metal plate permanently at- 
tached to the tank, in a conspicuous place, as follows: — 


A. Manufacturer’s name or registered trade mark. 

B. Rated cavacity of hot water tank in United States gal- 
lons. 

C. Hydrostatic pressure in pounds per square inch at which 
the tank has been tested by the manufacturer, following the 
words: “Tested to.” 

D. Maximum allowable working pressure in pounds per 
square inch.

PARAGRAPH 2. No hot water tank shall be repaired, re- 
located or installed and connected, unless it meets the following 
construction requirements: — 


A. The actual capacity of a hot water tank shall be within 
seven and one half per cent of the capacity stamped on the tank. 


B. A hot water tank shall be so constructed by riveting, 
welding or otherwise, as to withstand the stamped test pressure 
without visible permanent distortion, and be so designed as to 
have an ultimate strength sufficient to withstand a hydrostatic 
pressure twenty-five per cent higher than the stamped test 
pressure. 

C. Solder which melts at a temperature below seven hun- 
dred degrees Fahrenheit shall not be used to hold the tank to- 
gether, but may be used to make it water tight, cistern tanks 
excepted. 


D. A hot water tank in which water is to be heated or 
stored under pressure greater than fifteen pounds per square 
inch shall have a stamped test pressure of not less than two 
hundred pounds per square inch. 

E. The maximum working pressure at which a hot water 
tank may be installed shall not be greater than forty-two and 
one-half per cent of the test pressure marked on the tank. 


PARAGRAPH 3. No hot water tank shall be installed and 
connected unless it is protected with safety devices as follows:— 


A. A hot water tank in which water is to be heated or 
stored under pressure greater than fifteen pounds per square 
inch shall be equipped with a suitable pressure relief valve in- 
stalled in a tapping in the tank or in the cold water supply line, 
or the hot water outlet line, with no shut-off valve between the 
relief valve and the tank. The pressure relief valve shall be set 
by the manufacturer to operate at a pressure not more than 
twenty pounds above the maximum working pressure stamped 
on the tank, and shall be so constructed that said setting cannot 
be exceeded by normal means of adjustment. 


B. A hot water tank to which a heating device or appliance 
capable of delivering water to the tank at a temperature greater 
than two hundred and twelve degrees Fahrenheit is connected 
shall be equipped with a suitable automatic self-closing tem- 
perature relief valve so adiusted and installed as to prevent 
development of or accumulation of water which is at a tempera- 
ture in excess of two hundred and twelve degrees Fahrenheit. 
Said temperature relief valve shall be installed in a tapping di- 
rectly in or on the tank within twelve inches of the top of a 
vertical tank, or within six inches of the top of a horizontal tank, 
with no fittings between the valve and the tank, except that a 
bushing may be used to reduce the tapping to fit the valve, or 
the valve shall be installed in the hot water outlet pipe as close 
to the top of the tank as possible. In no case shall the heat sen- 
sitive member of the temperature relief valve be more than 
four inches away from the top of the tank. The discharge outlet 
of the temperature relief valve shall be connected by means of 
a non-ferrous pipe or tubing not less than three-eighth inch dia- 
meter, with no shut-off, to an open plumbing fixture, or to with- 
in twelve inches of the basement floor. 

C. Thermostatically controlled hot water tank may be pro- 
tected by an automatic fuel shut-off device in addition to the 
thermostat. Such shut-off device shall not replace the said tem- 
perature relief valve. 

D. All parts of temperature and pressure relief valves 
which are in contact with water shall be made of non-ferrous 
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metals or materials having suitable corrosion resisting proper- 
ties. Ail pipe and fittings between relief valves and the hot 
water tank shali be of non-ferrous metals. 

EK. Relief valves shall be marked by the manufacturer, by 
stamping or casting in the metal of the valve, or on a metal tag 
permanently attached to the valve, as follows: —— 

1. Manufacturer’s name or registered trademark. 
2. The type or style, or the type and style, of the valve. 


3. The pressure setting of the valve in pounds per 
Square inch. 


4. The temperature setting in degrees Fahrenheit. 
5. Temperature relieving capacity in B.T.U. per hour. 


F. Temperature and pressure relief valves and other de- 
vices referred to in this section shall be subiect to the approval 
of the inspector of plumbing. 

G. All pipes and fittings in the circulating system between 
a hot water tank and the heating device or appliance shall be 
non-ferrous, and of ample size so as to make it possible to heat 
seventy-five per cent of the available water in the tank without 
raising the temperature of any part of the water above two 
hundred and twelve degrees Fahrenheit. No valve shall be in- 
stalled in the circulating lines between a water heating device 
and hot water tank. 


PARAGRAPH 4. A. A hot water tank to which a water 
heating device may be attached, or a water heating device to 
which a tank may be attached, shall not have an air-lock or trap 
in the top circulation pipe between the water heating device and 
the tank, nor in the hot water supply pipe between the tank and 
the top circulator connection to said pipe. 


B. In the steam inlet pipe of every heating unit or coil 
used to heat water for domestic purposes, an approved temper- 
ature regulating valve shall be installed and so adjusted as to 
prevent the temperature of the heated water from exceeding 
212° Fahrenheit. 


C. Gas, coal and oil burning domestic water heating de- 
vices shall be properly vented to the nearest chimney flue, the 
flue pipe to be of sufficient size to carry off the products of 
combustion. 


D. Tankless water heaters. The jackets of external tank- 
less water heaters shall conform to the maximum working pres- 
sure of the heating unit to which it is attached. Every tankless 
heater shall be equipped with an approved thermostatic tem- 
pering valve to effectively control the temperature of the waiter 
delivered from the device below 210 degrees Fahrenheit. 
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E. The cold water feed pipe shall contain a shut-off valve 
and be piped to a position above the hot water tank or water 
heating device before being attached to the hot water tank or 
water heating device. 


F. A hot water heating device or tank that does not meet 
the requirements of the test pressures and maximum working 
pressure, shall be installed in a manner that will prevent the 
heating device or tank from being subjected to a pressure in 
excess of fifteen (15) pounds per square inch, the method of 
installation to be approved by the Board of Health. 


SECTION 39. 


Penalties 

Whoever violates any statute, By-law or regulation of the 
Board of Health relating to plumbing shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding fifty (50) dollars for each and every violation 
thereof, and whoever being a licensee for plumbing violates any 
statute, By-law or regulation of the Board of Health relating 
to plumbing shall be subject to having his license suspended by 
the State Examiners of Plumbers as said Board of Examiners 
may determine. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purchase, or for the payment 
of damages, for the taking of the hereinafter described tract or 
parcel of land by eminent domain under Chapter seventy-nine 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts, as amended. and all other 
powers pertaining thereto, or act anything thereon. 


Said tract or parcel of land, belonging to Edward J. Ber- 
estka, is located on the Easterly side of Middle Street in said 
Hadley, contiguous to and Southerly of other land belonging to 
Inhabitants of the Town of Hadley and known as the Sewage 
Treatment Plant Site, more particularly bounded and described 
as follows: 


Beginning at a point in the center line of the traveled way 
of said Middle Street, said point being at the Northwesterly 
corner of the tract herein described; thence S. 81° 17’ E., two 
hundred one and ninety-four one hundredths (201.94) feet, along 
said Sewage Treatment Plant Site, to an iron pin; thence S.20° 
71’ 30” E., thirty-seven and ninety-two one hundredths (37.92) 
feet, along said Sewage Treatment Plant Site to an iron pin; 
thence S. 79° 36’ 30” E., two hundred fifty-four and three one 
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hundredths (254.03) feet, along said Sewage Treatment Plant 
Site, to an iron pin; thense S. 26° 43’ W., one hundred eighty- 
five and thirty-nine one hundredths (185.39) feet, along other 
land now or formerly of Edward J. Berestka, to an iron pin at 
land now or formerly of Anthony M. Kowal, et ux.; thence N. 81° 
1€’ 25” W., two hundred ninety-two and seventy-six one hun- 
dreths (292.76) feet, along land of said Kowals to the center line 
of the travelled way of said Middle Street; thence N. 21° 12’ 30” 
W., two hundred fifty and nine one hundreths (250.09) feet along 
the center line of the travelled way of said Middle Street, to 
the point of beginning. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of three thousand five hundred ($3,500.00) 
for the purpose of procuring a ranch wagon, to be used as an 
emergency vehicle by the Police Department, or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) for the repair of 
the North Maple Street bridge, said sum having been received 
as a grant from the County Commission or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to give the name 
“Kennedy Court” to the housing development located to the 
east of 36 Middle Street, or act anything thereon. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to fence a portion 
of its property off South Middle Street, an athletic field which 
abuts private land to the south and west, the south east corner 
of the Hopkins Athletic Field, adjacent to Hannigan and Reed 
properties or take any action thereon. 
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And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by post- 
ing attested copies at the usual places: one at the Town Hall, 
one at the Hadley Post Office and one at the store of Earl R. 
Hahn all in said town seven days at least before the time of 
holding said meeting. 


Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant with 
your doings thereon to the Town Clerk at the time and place of 
aforesaid meeting.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley: 


Following the several meetings of the Finance Committee 
with the School Board and the Board of Selectmen where an 
exhaustive study was made of the Budgets for the School De- 
partment and the Town of Hadley and of the Articles of the 
Warrant for the Annual Meeting, we submit herewith our re- 
commendations for your consideration: 


1. It is recommended that the Voters take favarable action 
on Articles 1 through 5. 


2. The Finance Committee also recommends favorable ac- 
tion on Items 1 through 59 in Article 6. 


3. Consistant with the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee in the past, we recommend Articles 7 through 9. 


4. Article 10 is recommended as presented in the Warrant. 


5. Consistant with sound economical principles, we recom- 
mend the 1950 truck be traded for a new model under Article 11. 


6. Article 12 is recommended, The committee feels that the 
addition of sidewalks as requested under this Article will pro- 
vide for further safety of the children of our community. 


7. Article 13 is recommended. We feel that the $850.00 
asked for repairs of the north wall of the Fire Station is a small 
investment to preserve a building that provides for the protect- 
ion and security of the Town. 


8. Article 14 is not recommended. The Finance Committee 
feels that should the Town wish to relax its controls in regard 
to the construction of apartment houses, a complete study or 
re-evaluation should be made of the zoning laws so as to permit 
apartment houses in certain areas and not at random throughout 
the entire community. 


9. Article 15. is recommended. We feel that the time has 
come to codify, revise and up-date the By-laws of the Town 
and published by a Committee appointed by the Board of Sel- 
ectmen. 


10. Article 16 is recommended. Favorable action is recom- 
mended under Article 16 with the condition that a minimum of 
$25,000.00 be kept in available funds for unforseen emergencies. 
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The Committee also feels that at this time the Town give serious 
thought to a stabilization fund. It is suggested that a minimum 
amount of $10,000.00 be set aside each year for future use. 


11. Article 17 is recommended. With the perenial problems 
that have bothered both School Committeemen and citizens 
within the Town, we feel that the $3,500.00 requested under 
this Article is a wise expenditure of town funds - especially 
with the sewage treatment plant nearing completion. 


12. Article 18 is recommended. Since the Town of Hadley 
is in the process of constructing a new sewage system, we feel 
that a minimum of $1,000.00 be appropriated for the use of the 
Sewer Commissioners. This being a new venture for the Town, 
it is impossible to ascertain what contingencies may arise. 


13. Favorable action is recommended under Article 19. 


14. Article 20 is recommended. Since Hopkins Academy is 
one of the oldest secondary institutions in the country, we re- 
commend that $500.00 be appropriated for the Committee to 
celebrate the Tercentenary event. 


15. The request under Article 21 is recommended without 
reservation. 


16. Article 22 is recommended. We approve the request of 
the School Committee to partition the shop area to make pro- 
visions for more classroom space. 


17. The Finance Committee, not being informed of the pros 
and cons of re-zoning under Article 23, makes no recommenda- 
tions and leaves action under this Article to the Voters of the 
Town. 


18. Article 24 is recommended. We recommend that favorable 
action be taken under this Article to provide much needed 
facilities at Hopkins Academy. With available state aid, the 
Town will contribute about 52% of the construction costs. 


19. Article 25 is recommended. We heartily recommend the 
election of a Board of Park Commissioners to provide much 
needed educational and recreational facilities for the youth of 
our community. 


20. Article 26 is recommended. Because of the change in the 
complexion of our community from farming to residential, we 
recommend the adoption of the plumbing code as provided by 
the laws of our Commonwealth. 
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21. The Finance Committee recommends that favorable ac- 
tion be taken under Article 27. 


22. Article 28 is recommended. With the tremendous in- 
crease in traffic between Northampton and Amherst, the towns- 
people should take cognizance of the fact that more patrolling 
is necessary on the part of the police officers in town. We recom- 
mend that a cruiser be available to our Police Department not 
only for the purposes of patrol, but for any unforseen emergen- 
cies that may arise. 


With the advent of rising budget costs and the new exemp- 
tions for real estate owners over the age of 70, our tax rate will, 
of necessity, rise to new heights. Under these circumstances, the 
Assessors should consider the revaluation of all properties with- 
in the Town to assure all of the taxpayers that every person will 
bear his equitable share of Town Government.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The average citizen of Hadley has no general realization 
that the volume business of the Town has grown to such an 
extent that it cannot in many instances be handled by part time 
officers any longer. 


We predict that within a short time, the executive officer of 
the Selectmen will have ot have daily office hours, or it may be 
necessary to go into the Town manager type of Government. 
This will probably not take place until the Town separates fur- 
ther the duties of the Selectmen. 


The Tax Collector and Town Accountant should both be full 
time positions. 


The exact checking of all the branches of Town business, 
under the complicated system required by the Mass. Bureau of 
Accounts, is now a full time position. The business in 1964 will 
exceed a million dollars, and forty-five hours a week will not 
quite take care of it. 


There is a definite need at the Town Hall for a secretary 
to be available to all departments, Selectmen. Tax Collector, 
Assessors, Town Accountant, Treasurer and Town Clerk. 


We have definitely run out of office space at the Town Hall. 
Hither we should add a one story addition at the rear, or re- 
move the stage upstairs and install two offices there. The annual 
meeting can be held some where else. The Town Accountant 
must have a separate office and not be hampered by interrup- 
tions and hearings in the same room. The Police and Veterans’ 
Service offices now share the same room, and many other groups 
have had to use this room. Just where are the Sewer Commission- 
ers, the Board of Health and all the other inspectors are going 
to be put, is something that must be settled soon. Then we have 
the Planning Board and the Board of Appeals,, some times all 
meeting on the same night. 


If I might revert to the first person, I have been in and out 
of the Town Hall many times since I started office in 1920. When 
I became a Selectman in 1939, we met the last Saturday after- 
noon in the month annd approved bills, interviewed people. The 
meeting lasted not more than two or three hours, the school 
budget for example was about $48,600.00 and it is going to be 
over $310,000.00 plus the Bond issues payment and interest. Ev- 
erything else has grown in proportion. 
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The pay of any one connected with the School system has 
kept pace with the modern salaries as prevalent, but this is 
not true of salaries at the Town Hall where more work is being 
done than any one realizes. 


The town has been ordered by the State to appoint a plumb- 
ing inspector, and a gas pipe installation inspector. Provision 
will have to be made to appoint a temporary inspector for 30 
days, who will have to pass a civil service exam to qualify, for 
a permanent job. 


Highways 


The business of planning and maintaining Town highways 
and sidewalks is always a major concern of the Selectmen. Un- 
til such time as Hadley elects a Board of Public Works, we think 
our Highway Dept. is directed well and the employees for the 
most part do a satisfactory day’s work. But without a Board of 
Selectmen to provide necessary funds and machines to do their 
work with, it would be no better than it was in the middle 30’s 
when the Town had practically no equipment, most of it being 
hired as needed. 


No roads have been neglected this year and the modern- 
ization of East Street under Chapter 90, is almost completed. 
Present plans for handling the spring flood of snow water, will 
soon begin to show results. 1964 plans approved by the Mass. 
Dept. of Public Works allot money to complete drainage and 
surfacing of streets. 


We had made plans to tear down the old North Maple St. 
bridge, because we felt that it could be done without, and funds 
were not available. It became apparent that for fire fighting 
purposes, and for snow plowing work, the bridge was really a 
necessity. County Commissioner Edwin Podolak was able to get 
a grant from the County of $1.500.00 with which to put the 
bridge back in safe condition, which was done in late December. 
We are very grateful for this help. 


I am sure that it was a mistake for the Selectmen to have 
accepted temporary appointments as Sewer Commissioners, as 
it has been a most frustrating task. The time when it was ac- 
cepted by them, everything was most indefinite, the year has 
been one of exasperation and frustration. 


The governmental red tape has been endless, first a grant 
from one agency in Boston, Health Education & Welfare, for 
sewer lines, a long waiting period, with time limits running out, 
pleas for extention of time, no money available in Washington 
for a treatment plant, suddenly a grant under provisions that 
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work be started within a week, from Housing & Home Adminis- 
tration in New York, for a treatment plant, again hurry & wait. 


Negotiations for a temporary loan in advance of Bond Sales, 
again more agencies to send questionaires, by the dozens, to be 
filled out, work completed on one line and as yet no money, 
for the contractor or Engineers. 


It seems that the U. S. Government sends no money until 
the Town has paid a bill, then they send a percentage of re- 
imbursement. As of Jan. 8, 1964, we had no funds available ex- 
cept the small amount the Town voted, and we Owe over 
$80,000.00. Every time we think we have given every possible 
bit of information to the Bond Counsels, or the Head of the 
Bureau of Accounts, they dig up another item that they must 
know. 


It all started when the Town of Hadley had to get per- 
mission from the legislature to spend money for sewers, and the 
bill was filed and later passed by the General Court. It went to 
the Governor’s desk, where it stayed for a while. Meanwhile we, 
the Selectmen, posted warrants for our Town meeting which 
were posted 2 days before the Governor signed the law. The 
lawyers picked it up, even though when we had our meeting, 
the law was legal. We were compelled in the last days of the 
Legislative session to have the bill passed again, which they did 
only through efforts of Senator Bisbee, Rep. Clark and Town 
Counsel Podolak. This delayed us many weeks. We could not 
try to borrow money for the project until we knew there was 
going to be one, and it was fall already before we knew that. 


A major problem this last year has been the enactment of 
new laws, the sanitary code with a carefully worked out set of 
rules, really gave the local boards of health a mandate to do 
many things. 


We have now separated the Selectmen from Public Health 
duties; as we are electing a seperate Board of Health for the 
first time since 1914. 


If the new Board of Health wants to, they can find plenty 
of work to do. There are quite a few situations that the previous 
Board has tolerated, where there was a minor violation, but not 
too obnoxious. 


There are hundreds of pages of the new Sanitary Code, re- 
lating to every item of housing sanitation, etc. We have extra 
copies on hand for study by the prospective candidates, on ar- 
ticle eleven, minimum requirements for disposal of sewage in 
unsewered areas, which has been the section most used this year. 
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Conflict of Interest Law 


The Town is going to be hurt by the “Conflict of Interest 
Law”, more than it is going to be benefited. The small Town 
business man is often the man most interested in the progress 
of the Town, and is the one who is willing to give freely of his 
time to serve on committees or poorly paid positions. If he has 
any business with the Town, in the sale of services or goods, he 
is supposed to be ineligible for a town position. We have had 
several resignations of able men and we are going to have more. 
The Planning Board and Industrial Committee have personel 
that come under this qualification. 


Zoning 


The Selectmen have to be careful in issuing licenses now, 
it is easy to make an error, if the location is not checked as to 
whether that area is now forbidden for such an activity. One 
victualer’s license had to be canceled, because that area was not 
zoned for business. 

This has been a very busy year. we have tried to meet all 
situations, it is not possible to satisfy everyone or even ourselves 
at times, but we did give time and consideration to things 
brought to our attention.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


In the adminstration of its ever-increasing responsibility for 
the health of our community, your Board of Health experienced 
another busy year. 


A heavy infestation of rats at the town dump necessitated 
a rat control project. Under the supervision of two agents from 
the U. S. Fish & Wildlife Service, University of Massachusetts, 
the Board carried out such a project this past fall. Hundreds 
of rodents were killed, but in order to control the rat popula- 
tion at the dump, a yearly project should be carried out. It 
was recommended by the agents that a land fill type of dump 
woud be preferable. 


Inspection of eating and drinking establishments found over- 
_ all conditions satisfactory in regard to cleanliness and methods 
used in washing and sterlilizing utensils, dishes, glasses, ete. In 
some instances, suggestions to improve or correct faults were 
made. It is the hope of the Board that all the establishments 
will continue to do their utmost to comply with the standards 
and regulations of the Board of Health. 


Two cases of food poisoning were reported. With the co-op- 
eration of the District Health Office a complete investigation was 
undertaken. Bacteriological tests showed that both were cases 
of salmonellosis, a relatively common form of food infection: 
and its origin could not be directly traced to the named source. 


' Numerous complaints in regard to various health nuisances 
were investigated and remedial action was taken where such 
action was indicated. 


New home construction is on the increase, the sanitarian 
was kept busy with the inspection of the installation of the sew- 
erage disposal systems. In 1963 there were 103 installations. 


Work has begun on the long awaited and much needed 
sewerage disposal plant; and it is expected to be in operation 
late in the fall of 1964. Schools, community centers and problem 
areas will likely be serviced first - this should be a big boost 
to the health and morale problems in these areas. More def- 
inite action on this matter will be taken by members of the 
new Sewerage Commission to be elected on February 10, 1964. 
(Establishment of this commission was voted into law at a special 
town meeting held on October 15, 1963, under Article 3.) 
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Board members, along with members of the Public Health 
Nursing Committee, attended meetings of the Hampshire County 
Board of Health. Guest speakers representing various medical 
and technical professions outlined new methods and accomp- 
lishments in their particular fields. 


In closing, we wish to thank Mrs. Helen Vanasse, Public 
Health Nurse, and all the members of the Public Health Nursing 
Committee who worked diligently throughout the year to main- 
tain high standards of public health in Hadley.

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REPORT OF THE SANITARIAN 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


This year was the first time that the Building Inspector did 
not issue any building permits, until the location of the new 
home was checked by the Health Dept., as regards to the effi- 
cient operation of septic tanks or leach fields. If the area was a 
new one and no information was at hand, seepage tests by a 
qualified person were required, and from that test it was’ de- 
cided whether to use a septic tank and dry well or septic tank 
and leach fields. 


There were 103 inspections made; the greater part were 
new homes, but there were a large number of installations that 
had to be done over after several years of use, also some homes 
were installing a bath room for the first time. 


There were six firms installing sewage disposal systems in 
town; all but one consulted the Health Dept., for permits or ad- 
vice when it came to rebuild an old system. 


The Valley Tank Co. Inc., of Northampton was the only 
company applying for a license to pump and transport fluild 
from clogged private sewage systems, two others occasionally 
came into town. 


There is wide variation in the soil types of Hadley, some 
times within a short distance. I am sure that very few read last 
years’ report or took the advice given there. Instead of pre- 
ventive maintenance, the average system is neglected until it 
stops, which is most often on a holiday or late at night. State 
Health officials say, “clean the septic tank every three years,” 
and do not install more than 2 ft. under ground, in some places 
18 inches is enough. 


There is a wide area of Hadley that will not be sewered for 
many years to come, and some areas that should never be built 
on unless a sewer is in the street, because of the high water 
table, or on solid clay that has no leaching capacity. 


The installations, that were inspected, were done in a most 
careful manner and should perform for many years efficiently, 
with a minimum of maintenance.

In 1933, Myron C. Taylor, President Roosevelt’s ambassador 
to the Vatican, caused to be erected a memorial to John Taylor, 
first settler who had a grant on North Lane, he would not con- 
tribute to the annual care of the lot. This year people from all 
over the mid west and for west are being solicited by a man 
Deroy C. Taylor, now living in Arizona, to raise perpetual care 


funds, up to now some $97.00 has been received. 


We could not get funds to restore the Cemetery after the 
1936 Flood destruction until it was classified as an “Historical 
Monument”, we are going to pursue that idea further and see 
what might come of it, as many places of less National interest 


have been so classified. 


We feel that barring something unanticipated, we can op- 


erate with the same appropriation as last year.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen herewith, I submit 
my annual report as Chief of Police of the Town of Hadley for 
the year 1963. 


The Police Department consists of eight men, two of which, 
John H. Kowal and Joseph S. Wanczyk, are part-time Civil 
Service Police Officers. The six constables elected at the Annual 
Town Meeting are Tony Gesiorek, Frank E. Koloski, Michael 
Martula, John Pliska, Charles Wanat and Edward S. Waskie- 
wicz. The officers of our Department work on a part-time basis 
due to limited funds. The greatest portion of the budget is 
spent for the patrolling of traffic at the intersection of Middle 
Street and Route 9. This area, where children cross back and 
forth, is patrolled every school day of the year. In the past, 
school officials have requested that officers be present at all 
school functions. This request has been complied with, and three 
’ of our officers have willingly donated time to look in on “Rec- 
ord Hops” held at the Hopkins Academy Gymnasium.

There were sixty-nine accidents in the Town of Hadley dur- 
ing the year 1963. Thirty-one of these were investigated by 
your local police. Fortunately no serious injuries resulted from 
any of these accidents. 


Several conferences were held with Road Superintendent 
Joseoh Zatyrka regarding intersections, highways and the safe- 
ty of school children. Mr. Zatyrka has been very co-operative 
and has helped the Department to regulate an even and safe 
flow of traffic through and within our community. 
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A road count has been taken at the intersection of Rocky 
Hill Road and North Maple Street. The count indicated that 
the stop signs should be changed so as to stop traffic on North 
Maple Street, rather than Rocky Hill Road. We have asked the 
Selectmen to submit the sum of $6,000 as our part of the budget 
for the forthcoming year. And once again, and I hope it is with 
the approval of the people of Hadley, I recommend that the 
amount of $3,500 be appropriated for a new cruiser. 


With growth in our community and steady increases in 
traffic because of expansion at the University, I should like to 
have the citizens of the Town of Hadley give thought to a per- 
manent police force. Projected enrollment at the University for 
the next few years is estimated at 20,000 students. This will 
mean greater traffic through the Town. With Route 91 nearing 
completion just across the river, the access from communities 
south of us, will be through Hadley into University grounds. A 
stadium with a seating capacity of 20,000 will soon be construct- 
ed at the University of Massachusetts off Route 116. With this 
growth, we can expect a steady flow of traffic through our Town. 
A part-time Police force is hardly sufficient to cope with these 
and other problems that accompany a growing community. These 
facts are mentioned for your thoughtful consideration. 


On behalf of the Hadley Police Department, I wish to ex- 
tend our thanks to the community, and to all the Town Officials 
who have co-operated with us in making our tasks easier.

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This past year the Hadley Fire Department expanded it’s 
facilities and operations with the new station and the placement 
of apparatus in North Hadley. 
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This has proved to be very benificial to the area which had 
previously been covered by apparatus dispatched from the West 
Street station. The residents in the North Hadley district can 
be justly proud of a well drilled and trained group of volunteers 
who answer the alarms in North Hadley. The new station is 
linked with “Central Headquarters” by radio and telephone. 


Plans which were approved last year are completed with 
the exception of changing the alarm system from it’s present 
location to the roof of the building in which the apparatus is 
now housed. In spite of the expansion of facilities to provide 
better fire protection for the citizens of Hadley, the Fire Dept. 
is having growing pains. 

The needs of the Department are many. As the building 
boom continues to enlarge the population in town the require- 
ments for additional equipment becomes more acute. For ex- 
ample, the need of additional hose to replace old out-dated hose. 
Presently, we have no hose to repack on the trucks (except wet 
hose) which has been used at the scene of a fire. If this hose is 
hung to dry the hose bed on the truck is often left half empty. 
It is my recommendation that the sum of $500.00 be set aside for 
a period of (5) years so that each truck will have on inventory 
a complete spare load for repacking purposes. 


The needs of the Department are on the increase along with 
the demands for the services from the Department. 


State Police Requests: 


Two calls from the State Police Barracks for the use of fire 
apparatus at the scene of an accident were received this year. 
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Simalar requests have been made over the past few years to 
cover scenes of accidents where a fire hazard existed. 


Local Police Requests: 


The Fire Department was called upon to assist in the re- 
covery operations that were being conducted on the Connecticut 
River when it became apparent that a youth from the neighbor- 
ing Town of South Hadley had drowned. Using an index file in 
which boat owners are registered with the Fire Department; 
four boats were drafted for duty on the river. Upon their arrival 
dragging operations began on a full scale. As darkness began 
to set in and dragging operations became less effective, skin 
divers with their underwater lights etc, were called ,in an at- 
tempt to recover the body. (Part of the Mutual Aid System 
Athol Fire Department responded. Generator and lights pur- 
chased last year by Civil Defense were put to use to light up 
the docking area for the boats. It was a Hadley Volunteers boat 
that finally located the body and with the aid of skin divers it 
was brought to the surface. It was placed in another boat reg- 
istered with the Department and brought ashore. 


Schools for Rescue and Fire Fighting: 


As acting Chief in my absence from February to June of 
this year Deputy Chief John J. Moriarty consulting with Civil 
Defense Director Orsini made arrangements for three men to 
attend the Civil Defense Rescue School in Topsfield, Mass. This 
course is conducted annually and covers various phases of rescue 
work as well as first aid and fire fighting. A crash rescue sem- 
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inar which was held at Westover Field was attended by two 
department officers and myself. 


Mutual Aid: 


When a fire in a large barn which had gained considerable 
headway and was burning out of control the need for additional 
equipment and men became necessary. The Mutual Aid system 
plan was utilized and the Town of Amherst responded with one 
pumper, a tank truck, and an ambulance. The ambulance was 
used to take Deputy Orsini to the Cooley Dickinson hospital 
when he had been overcome by smoke. Prior to the dispatch 
of the ambulance the Amherst Fire Chief’s car was used to take 
Deputy Gansis to the hospital for smoke inhalation and heat 
prostration. Both men were held for observation after treatment 
and were later released. Early this year a fire broke out in the 
boiler room of Montgomery Rose Gardens. In sub zero weather 
and at an early hour in the A.M. Amherst rendered assistance 

when they were called. 


Tank Truck: 


Early in the Spring when grass fires are quite frequent the 
Hadley tanker gave out and was declared beyond repair. After 
standing idle for some time the opportunity to obtain another 
tanker came along.. The Town of Amherst purchased a new 
Tanker leaving their old one open for bids. A bid was submitted 
and consequently the truck became the property of the Town 
of Hadley. The only change necessary was in the name, from 
Amherst Fire Dept. to Hadley Fire Dept. This tanker came e- 
quipped with flashing light. siren, and radio (Amherst Fire Fre- 
quency ) which gives us direct communications with the Amherst 
Conduct during the Fall Dry Spell: 


It was during the dry spell this past fall that the citizens of 
Hadley should receive praise for the manner in which they o- 
beyed the ban on out-door burning. While other communities 
were being plagued with grass, brush and sometimes serious 
forest fires not one call was required to be answered. I can not 
help however, after praising them to bring up the subject of the 
needless runs that have to be made on the night before the 
fourth and on Halloween. This is definitely an added expense to 
the budget of the Fire Department. 


Inspection of Fire Extinguishers: 


Fire extinguishers in the schools were given immediate at- 
tention. Other extinguishers in public buildings were also ser- 
viced. 
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Oil Burner Permits: 


Permits for the use and storage of fuel oil were granted to 
(37) applicants. Burner installations inspected totaled (37). 
Bottled Gas Permits: Permits for bottled gas issued (20). 


Investigations by the State Fire Marshall: 


When it becomes necessary to investigate a fire that has 
occurred from suspicious origin or of a nature that we connot 
determine, the services of the State Fire Marshall are available 
to us. We utilized the services of this office this year in an at- 
tempt to acertain the cause of a fire presumably caused from 
combustable and highly inflammable material. 


In closing my report I wish to take this opportunity to thank 
the men who answered the alarms when they are sounded, and 
for the co-operation from the Police Department who handle 
traffic at the scene of fires.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report for the office of Civil Defense 
for the year 1963. 


The emphasis on Fall-out shelters was the important issue 
in Civil Defense planning this year, unfortunatly we in Hadley 
in Civil Defense planning this year, unfortunately we in Hadley 
various buildings in Hadley oualify I obtained license forms 
and had them filled out by the owners of the buildings, filed 
them with the Civil Defense officials but with great disappoint- 
ment had these buildings rejected by the architects hired by the 
federal government who had conducted a survey as to which 
buildings would be considered as a safe one for use as a Fall- 
out shelter. Various tests were conducted in other cities and 
towns as to the psychological effect of being closed into a shel- 
ter for long periods of time. In most cases all tests proved to 
be successful. 
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A rescue school was conducted this year at the Civil De- 
fense Training area in Topsfield, Mass. Three men from the 
Fire Dept. were sent to the school on the recommendation of 
Acting Fire Chief John J. Moriarty. 


Equipment purchased by this office last year was put to use 
when lights were needed at the scene of a drowning on the Conn. 
River this summer. The generator, with a flood light was placed 
on the docks at the marina so the boats that were working 
would have adequate light to approach the docks. 


A course in radiological monitoring which was sponsored 
by Sector 4C HDQS. designed to give the participant sufficient 
knowledge about radiation and the methods for the detection 
and reading of the intensity of radiation with the use of the 
well known Gieger counter was conducted by Dr. Wallace Black 
of Hadley. Dr. Black is connected with the University of Mass. 
and resides on Rocky Hill Road. This course was offered on a 
“first come first served” basis. Although applications were sent 
in it became quite apparent that we were too late to benefit 
from this course because it was filled up in no time at all. 


In order to give the Area better service in the matters per- 
taining to Civil Defense a new Area #4 Headquarters and Con- 
trol Center was set up in the Belchertown State School. This 
new facility can be called a real asset to Civil Defense in the 
Commonwealth. 


In closing my report to the citizens of Hadley, I wish to 
thank those who volunteered their services in attending schools, 
meetings and the interest and the participation in the program 
of Civil Defense.

Selectmen be appointed to the Industrial Commission. It will 
take work and co-operation for some time to come if the goals 
which a responsible citizenry desire for Hadley are to be 
reached.

Chapter 81 Maintenance 


The following roads were resurfaced: South Maple Street 
junction Bay Road northerly for .50 mile; Mill Valley junction 
southerly for .70 mile; Mill Valley from Amherst Town Line 
westerly for .80 mile; Knightly Road junction Roosevelt Road 
westerly for 1.00 mile; Stockbridge Road junction Route 47 east-

Hel-Cor pipe used for drainage improve- 
ment was as follows: 18-inch, 2.218 feet; 15-inch, 522 feet; 12- 
inch, 1678 feet; and 10-inch, 70 feet. 

In the spring, as soon as weather permits, the East Street 
drainage project will be continued to Rocky Hill Road, then to 
River Drive with an outlet to the Connecticut River. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


River Drive beginning at the North Hadley Bridge souther- 
ly for 1.50 miles, East Street junction Route 9 southerly to Route

mile were surface treated. General maintenance was carried 
out on all Chapter 90 roads. 

Over 1,000 concrete posts were painted on Chapter 81 and 
Chapter 90 roads. 
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Sidewalks 

Maintenance of sidewalks was accomplished by resurfacing 
entirely or partially with fine bituminous concrete on Middle 
Street and River Drive, North Hadley. 


Ditches 

Considerable work was performed in cleaning out ditches, 
cutting brush, and spraying with a weed killer. A major ac- 
complishment was the cleaning out of the ditch between East 
Street and Pine Hill Road westerly of Mrs. Fill’s property. A 
Drag Line Shovel was used in this ditch. 


Bridges 

The North Maple Street Bridge was replanked with 3-inch 
long leaf yellow pine, treated in hot chromated copper sulphate. 
All necessary painting and repairing was accomplished on other 
bridges. 

The Town of Hadley received $1,500.00 from the Hampshire 
County Commissioners for repair of the North Maple Street 
Bridge.

TREE WARDEN AND MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


I hereby submit my report as Tree Warden and Moth Super- 
intendent for the year 1963. 


During the past year, the forestry department accomplished 
work as follows: 


One hundred fifty trees were planted along the highway 
and on private property, twenty feet from the highway. Thirty- 
six undersirable trees were taken down and removed. 


Ninety Dutch Elm diseased trees were taken down and re- 
moved. 


In controlling Bark Beetle, trees were sprayed with DDT 
solution in April. Beginning in 1964, Methoxychlor, the less 
toxic spray, will replace DDT to combat the elm bark beetle. 


This year, “Sevin” insecticide was used to spray the elms 
in June for elm leaf beetle and Gypsy Moth. This spray is not 
harmful to either birds or other wildlife. Wherever necessary, 
poison ivy was sprayed with a weed killer. 


Trimming of trees was accomplished by the students of the 
University who are trained for this type of work.

REPORT OF THE HADLEY 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Selectmen and Citizens of Hadley: 


The Public Health Nursing Service is progressively assum- 
ing greater responsibilities in promoting a more varied and ex- 
tensive Community Health Program. 


The compiled statistics at the end of the year indicate a 
general increase in the demand for nursing care and health 
guidance. Research in medicine and science increase the demand 
in education for Health and preventive measures which are a 
major part of the Public Health Nursing Service. 


Mrs. Helen Vanasse employed by the Town of Hadley to 
carry out Public Health Nursing Duties is fulfilling her part in 
the planning and putting into action the extensive Community 
Health program, in a very well organized manner. Her tireless 
efforts to bring comfort to those who need and call on her are 
greatly appreciated by all. 


Mrs. Vanasse reports that over three hundred visits were 
made to those who were confined for reasons due to acute and 
chronic medical illnesses. One hundred and fifty one intramus- 
cular injections were administered on these calls and approxi- 
mately 16 of these calls were for communicable diseases. Such 
as mumps and chicken pox. The remaining calls included pre- 
natal, premature infant, T.B. follow up, fractures, impetigo, 
dressings, post operative care, enamas, home appraisals, baths, 
advisory and pre-clinic visits. 


Telephone consultations have greatly increased to over one 
hundred sixty calls. Approximately 25 were consultations on the 
Sabin Oral vaccine. Mileage was recorded at approximately 
1,228 miles. 


Many clinics were held for the administration of the Sabin 
Polio Oral vaccine and the approximate total indicates that over 
1,100 people including children and adults had received it in 
the past year.

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A Well Child Clinic held in April indicated a total of 33 
pre-school youngsters examined by the Pediatrician, Dr. Theo- 
dore K. Selkirk and follow up care by Mrs. Helen Vanasse. 


An examination of the Public Health Nursing equipment 
proved a need for a new leather all purpose nursing bag; this 
was purchased along with a smaller case designed to carry only 
hypodermic equipment. Two nurses uniforms were ordered and 
one pair of nurses shoes. 


Supplies were depleted at the end of this year and therefore 
there was quite a list of items to replenish such as cotton balls, 
surgical dressings, rubbing alcohol, menthiolate, etc. 


We have added a new item to our nursing equipment which 
has been in demand quite frequently. This is a sphygmomano- 
meter (a blood pressure measuring instrument). With all this 
new equipment and abundance of supplies the nurse can surely 
give more efficient service. 


A highlight in this past years program was a special visit 
to the Home for the Elderly by Mrs. Helen Vanasse and Mrs. 
R. Donald Shipman who enjoyed a heart warming experience 
of meeting the fine people who occupy these apartments. A 
pencil with the nurses’ name and telephone number imprinted, 
plus a brochure were left with each occupant. 


The substitute nurse for Mrs. Vannasse this year was Mrs. 
Patrick Kelleher for a period of one week. 


Fees collected were reported at approximately $138.00. 


Donations were greatly appreciated from various sources, 
which included: 2 Blankets from the Salvation Army, 1 Set of 
Crutches, (Intermediate size) from Mr. Anthony Byron and 1 
Bed pan from Rev. John B. Hughes.

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REPORT OF 
HADLEY SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 


Article 7 of the Town Warrant voted at the Special Town 
Meeting on October 15, 1963 authorized the Town Moderator to 
appoint a committee consisting of six townspeople together with 
the School Committee to draw up preliminary plans for new 
construction of a gymnasium and additional facilities; and to 
present to the town these plans for approval at the first prac- 
tical time, not later than the next Annual Town Meeting; and 
that the sum of $200 be raised and appropriated for use of this 
committee; or take action thereon. 


Pursuant to this Warrant, Moderator Gaunt appointed James 
Kentfield, Robert Light, Alex Madenski, John Mish, Jr., Allan 
Piper and Edward W. Tudryn to serve with the school com- 
mittee. At its initial meeting, the committee organized with 
Robert Light as chairman, Alex Madenski as vice-chairman, and 
John Kelley as secretary. 


Basic Proposal For Added Facilities 


The committee has agreed unanimously that space require- 
ments can be satisfied in the following manner. Academic needs 
at Hopkins Academy for additional classroom space can be sat- 
isfied within the existing building by converting the present Vo- 
Ag shop into a science laboratory and 2 or 3 classrooms. The 
music room could be made available, and is large enough to be 
subdivided, perhaps with a movable wall, to promote flexibil- 
ity and utility. Any changes in the existing building cannot re- 
ceive state support. 


' Additional space required for displaced programs and added 
Physical Education facilities would be provided in a non-academic 
wing, or addition. The new structure would contain a 2 teach- 
ing station gymnasium, with flexible divider partition and ad- 
equate folding seating capacity, associated locker and shower 
rooms and public entrance. It would also contain an assembly 
area with platform or stage which would be combined with 
kitchen facilities to provide what has come to be called a ‘“‘ca- 
fetorium”’. Shop space for the Vocational Agriculture-manual 
arts program would be provided for which federal aid may be 
available. Finally, an activities room or rooms, to be used for 
Music and Art would be arranged to be convenient to the assem- 
bly area. Summarizing briefly, the new construction would 
contain a gymnasium, locker and shower rooms, public entrance, 
auditorium-cafeteria combination shop and activities facilities. 
Four or five new classrooms would be provided in the easily 
changed, existing structure. 
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From an acoustics standpoint, the cafeteria-auditorium com- 
bination would be superior to a gymnasium-auditorium arrange- 
ment. Further, the physical eduction program would not be in- 
terrupted for assemblies. For large capacity requirements, such 
as graduation, a temporary platform in the gymnasium would 
suffice. The cafeteria could also be used as a study hall when 
not being used for an assembly or for meals. 


The existing cafeteria in Hooker School now serves approx- 
imately 600 students in 2 hours in groups of about 90 per sitting. 


No specific deliberations on location of the proposed new 
construction have been held, but it would be desirable to build 
this structure so as not to interfere with future expansion of 
the existing academic building, if required by future demands. 
It should be near enough to the present Hopkins Academy struc- 
ture for convenient access both by the public and school popu- 
lation. Consideration to existing parking lot facilities should be 
given. 


Summary 


The committee believes that a school building committee 
should be appointed to continue this initial study; and that this 
committee should be empowered and appropriately financed by 
the town to engage an architect who would draw up preliminary 
architectural plans and specifications for added construction and 
renovation of existing buildings to adequately meet the needs 
of the Hadley school system as outlined in this report. Further, 
the committee believes that the work of the building committee 
and architect be expedited so as to make it possible for the town 
to vote on the issues of school construction at special town meet- 
ings before the end of 1964. 


Factors Influencing Space Requirements 


There seems to be two factors of major importance affecting 
school space requirements. From grades 1 through 8, space re- 
quired is determined directly by the number of students en- 
rolled, since the curriculm is specified by the school adminis- 
tration. For grades 9 through 12, the variations in program fol- 
lowed by the students may have an important bearing on space 
requirements. 


This is true not only for use of school facilities for academic 
programs, but also for extra-curricular activities such as the- 
atrical performances, inter-scholastic athletics and musical pro- 
grams which require special physical plant facilities. In a crowd- 
ed school program, both academic and extra-curricular, the ten- 
dency is toward large classes; reduction or elimination of extra- 
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curricular activities which cannot be fitted into the program; 
elimination of low-enrollment academic programs accompanied 
by intense, continued scheduling problems leading eventually 
toward double sessions. 


This is particularly true of a school system of small enroll- 
ment, in which varied programs may be difficult to offer because 
of required fixed costs. However, one should realize that stu- 
dents in such a school will be in direct competition with stu- 
dents from schools with larger enrollments and more varied 
programs for available jobs and space in colleges of their choice. 
Anticipating the technological and intellectual workings of our 
future life, it appears that a varied scholastic program is essen- 
tial even in the smaller, independent school systems, such as 
Hadley has, if their graduates are to enjoy equal opportunity 
after graduation. 


Enrollment Studies 


The total Hadley school population has increased by 52.5%, 
from 558 students to 851 in the years 1953 through 1963. The 
average annual increase has been about 26 students, with a 
range from 48 in 1916 to a decrease of 24 students in 1961. 
This was the only year that the total school population de- 
creased. Enrollment in grades 7 - 12 during this same period 
has increased by 98.5%, from 187 to 371 students. The average 
annual increase has been about 17 students, with a range from 
36 in 1963 to a decrease of 8 in 1961, the only year when a drop 
in enrollment was experienced. 


It is difficult to estimate reliably what the future trends 
might be. However, studying the births for a given year, and 
following that birth year through the school program provides 
some interesting information. As an example, there were 68 
births recorded in 1948. Sixty-eight children were registered in 
first grade in 1954. This class dropped to a low of 58 in the sixth 
grade, and has increased in size so that presently, there are 
again 68 students, now in the tenth grade. There is only one class 
(fourth grade) which is significantly larger than when it enter- 
ed first grade, and it now has 14 more students. The class sizes 
seem to remain relatively constant as they proceed through the 
school system, and if any trend can be noted, it has been toward 
smaller size than larger. 


There seems to be a relation between birth rate and school 
enrollment. For instance, the average birth rate has been 67 per 
year and enrollment in first grade has averaged 68 per year for 
the corresponding enrollment years over a ten-year period. There 
have been significant deviations from these averages, but there 
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has been no definite trend toward a higher birth rate, or first 
grade enrollment. 


Projecting existing class sizes into the future, and using cur- 
rent birth rate figures, the total estimated enrollment would be 
864, 869, 858, and 868 for the years 1964, 65, 66, and 67 respec- 
tively as compared with present figure of 851. 


Enrollment in Hopkins Academy will go from 371 current 
figure to 387, 418, 440, 437, and 436 in the years 1964, 65, 66, 67, 
and 68 respectively after which our figures indicate a general 
decrease. Enrollment in grades K-6 reached 490 in 1962 and now 
is heading downward. 


The relation that appears to exist between birth rate and 
enrollment can be accepted if it is assumed that the number of 
school age children moving into town is equalled by those leav- 
ing town. When this factor is extrapolated into the future, the 
estimation of future enrollment become speculative since there 
is no assurance whatsoever that this trend will continue. Outside 
factors that affect the town population must be considered par- 
ticularly those over which the town has little or no control. The 
major factors that appear to have a bearing on town population 
will be the completion of Interstate Route 91, bringing Spring- 
field within 15 minutes commuting time, and the expansion of 
the University of Massachusetts by a planned 1,000 students an- 
nually for the next 10 or 12 years. The effect of these changes 
on Hadley is difficult to estimate with any certainty. The town 
will probably experience some growth, and this could reach 
rather large proportions. At the very least, there will probably 
be no significant decrease in the school population even though 
the current birth records seem to indicate this. 


The result of our enrollment studies indicate that a major 
enrollment increase has been experienced already, particularly 
in the lower grades; that the population of Hopkins Academy 
will increase significantly; and that if based on past population 
trends, the total enrollment may stabilize. The most critical 
area is Hopkins Academy which is overcrowded with the present 
number of students. Any increase in this figure can do nothing 
but enforce a reduction of the flexibility of the program offered, 
and cause enlargement of existing class sizes. 


There are not sufficient facilities within the present Hopkins 
Academy for critically needed science laboratory space, par- 
ticularly for Biology, adequate space for a proper physical ed- 
ucation program, and general classroom requirements. Additional 
space is required for an acceptable assembly hall and for var- 
ious activities such as Art and Crafts, which are not now being 
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offered. It is not difficult to visualize that increased enrollment 
in Hopkins Academy, from students already in the school sy- 
stem, can only intensify current space and scheduling problems. 
One must realize that it will be necessary to provide additional 
space to maintain a competitive school system. 


Trips to Other Schools 


Having studied school population trends, and establishing a 
basic idea for minimum requirements, the committee traveled 
to a number of schools in the surrounding area. Trips were 
made to Ware, Easthampton, South Hadley and South Deerfield 
to study physical plant facilities in those towns. The trips were 
made to acquaint the committee with the size of the plant re- 
quirements, arrangement of facilities, use of construction and 
surfacing materials, seating capacities and type of equipment 
required. Of particular interest to the committee were physical 
education facilities, both gymnasium and locker rooms, because 
of the dictates of the approved warrant. 


School Building Needs Conference 


An appointment was made with the School Building Assis- 
tance Commission in Boston for a school building needs con- 
ference. On December 6, nine members of the Committee trav- 
eled to Boston to confer with Mr. Vincent McGee of that Com- 
mission. Much of this discussion centered on the rate of state 
support for various methods of school construction and adequacy 
of the basic proposal which was outlined to the commission. 


We learned that there will be a change downward in the 
rate of state support, both regional and local, approved by the 
1963 legislature. The effective date of this revised financing 
schedule will be January 1, 1965. Specifically, the rate of state 
support for Hadley will drop from 46.95% to 40% on January 1, 
1965. Obviously, time is a critical factor, since similar figures 
apply to a regionalized district also. We have less than one year 
in which plans must be formulated, cost determined and money 
voted by the town under the new law, in order to qualify for 
the higher rate of state support. Previous construction of Hop- 
kins Academy 10 years ago was supported at the approximate 
rate of 37% by the State. 


The School Building Assistance Commission indicated a 
strong interest in regionalization of the school systems of Hat- 
field and Hadley as both towns are currently considering con- 
struction. They pointed out educational advantages to be gained 
from a regionalized program such as improved teacher utiliza- 
tion and a more varied program. They indicated that regional 
student bus transportation would be totally supported by the 
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state, the rate of state support for non-regional students (grade 
1-6) would increase, and there would be a possible reduction in 
the number of teachers because of the combination of the sys- 
tem. The commission emphasized a need for communication be- 
tween the Building Needs Committees of the two towns to dis- 
cuss regionalization, before any further steps were taken in- 
dependently by either town. 


The proposal which was made to the Commission, described 
previously, was well received, since it would give Hadley a 
complete high school physical plant. No definite commitment 
on final approval of our plans was given, since it would have 
been inappropriate at this time. 


Regionalization Discussions 


Accordingly, members of the committee have met with the 
Hatfield School Building Needs Committee on two occasions to 
discuss regionalization. The basic proposal discussed was as fol- 
lows: high school facilities would be located in Hadley; junior 
high school would be located in Hatfield so that each town would 
have part of the regionalized district physical plant facilities. 
The existing individual town transportation systems would func- 
tion as they do currently, with the regional students being trans- 
ported the extra distance to either town from a central collec- 
tion point in each town. The two schools would function on a 
staggered time scheudule, to allow for the extra transportation. 


Hadley would still need to construct the previously described 
facilities and Hatfield would build a new junior high school with 
both towns sharing the cost of construction on the basis of per- 
centage of total school population from each town. Based on 
current enrollment, Hadley would have the major percentage 
of enrollment, and cost of construction. 


The time problem is critical. Under the new regulation re- 
cently passed, State support for a regional program would drop 
from 51.63% for the proposed district in the remainder of 1964 
to 43.45% after January 1, 1965. To receive state support at the 
higher rate, a plan for regionalization would have to be drawn 
up, it would have to be approved by both towns, construction 
plans would have to be drawn up and approved, and the money 
voted by the region before January 1, 1965. 

This committee has not had sufficient time to make a 
thorough study of the financial aspects of regionalizing, but it 
appears that any operating cost advantage (because of higher 
rates of state support) would be offset, for Hadley at least, by 
a higher cost for required construction. The educational ad- 
vantages related to regionalization are not specifically limited 
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to such a district. Either town could institute whatever pro- 
grams seem desirable on an independent basis, provided they 
wanted to pay for them. 


Because of these factors, and the relatively short period of 
time in which we might have to work in order to obtain the high- 
er state support figure, and that Hadley would apparently require 
the same facilities, whether independent or regionalized, this com- 
mitte has voted against considering regionalization since it ap- 
pears to be most expedient to proceed on an individual basis. 
If there are educational benefits which might be given over- 
riding importance, regionalization could be discussed again in 
the future. While Hatfield committee did not take a formal vote 
on this issue, their general concensus was similar to ours; that 
they too would prefer an independent system. 


The results of these decisions have been forwarded to the 
School Building Assistance Commission in Boston.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Hadley for the period from February 14, 
1960 to October 9, 1962, made in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 44, General Laws.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Hadley for the period 
from February 14, 1960, the date of the previous examination, 
to October 9, 1962, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing town funds or send- 
ing out bills for collection, were examined and checked in detail. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were com- 
pared with the treasurer’s books, while the recorded payments 
were checked with the treasury warrants and with the treasur- 
er’s record of disbursements. 
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The appropriations accounts, as recorded on the ledger, were 
checked with the town clerk’s record of town meetings, the 
transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the au- 
thorizations of the finance committee, and other transactions 
were checked with information in the departments in which 
the transactions originated. The ledgers were analyzed, the 
necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on October 9, 1962. 


A great deal of detailed checking was necessary to balance 
the accountant’s ledgers. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were ana- 
lyzed and compared with the records of the departments col- 
lecting money for the town and with other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury, while the payments 
were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the dis- 
bursement of town funds. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance 
on October 9, 1962 was proved by reconciliation of the bank bal- 
ance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit and by 
actual count of the cash on hand. 


The tax title records in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and compared with the records of the tax collector 
and with the deeds on file, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and listed. The bequests and sales of securities were 
checked, the income was proved, and the amounts withdrawn 
were verified. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and _ interest 
were checked with the amounts falling due and with the can- 
celled secorities and coupons on file. The amounts received on 
account of loans issued were compared with the treasurer’s re- 
corded receipts. 


The coupons outstanding on October 9, 1962 were listed and 
checked with the amount on deposit in the bond and coupon 
account. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county retirement system, and group hospita- 
lization and life insurance were examined. The payments to the 
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proper agencies were verified, and the amounts on hand to the 
credit of the town employees were listed and reconciled with 
the treasurer’s records and with the ledger controls. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked in detail . The accounts outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commit- 
ment lists, were audited and proved with the assessors’ war- 
rants issued for their collection. The collections, as recorded, 
were compared with the payments to the town treasurer, the 
abatements were checked with the assessors’ records of abate- 
ments granted, the transfers to tax titles were checked, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The cash balance on October 9, 1962 were proved by actual 
count of the cash on hand. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by send- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies re- 
ceived it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


It is urged that a determined effort be made to obtain a 
prompt settlement of all overdue taxes and motor vehicle and 
trailer excise. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts on account of dog and sporting li- 
censes, and gasoline registrations were examined and checked. 
The payments to the State and to the town treasurer were ver- 
ified, and the cash on hand October 9, 1962 was proved by actual 
count. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record 
of town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with 
the aggregate appropriations raised by the assessors in the com- 
putations of the tax rates for 1960, 1961 and 1962. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen and of the 
sealer of weights and measures, as well as of the highway, pub- 
lic welfare, school, library and cemetery departments, and of 
other departments collecting money for the town or committing 
bills for collection were examined and checked, and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified. 


A proper audit of the veterans’ services department could 
not be made due to the fact that the records were incomplete 
and missing. It is recommended that the veterans’ agent keep 
complete records which would lend themselves to proper audit. 
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There are appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, tables showing reconciliations of the several cash ac- 
counts, summaries of tax, excise, tax title, and departmental 
accounts, together with schedules showing the transactions and 
condition of the trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended 
by all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

This past year set a new record in permits issued for new 
houses, beating the old record set last year by 1; 33 permits 
issued in 1953, 32 permits issued in 1962. This represents approx- 
imately $ 1,000,000.00 in valuation of new home construction in 
the past 2 years. With Hadley’s geographical location, the nu- 
merous excellent building sites, and the installation of a sewer 
system, there is every indication that the home building trend 
in Hadley will continue. 


Three years ago the Town of Hadley adopted a Zoning By- 
Law for the purpose of improving the town, in so far as promot- 
ing the health, safety, convenience, morals and general welfare 
of its’ inhabitants. With one or two exceptions, it is an ex- 
cellent Law, if it is properly and strictly enforced. To a certain 
degree, it restricts the use, construction, repair and alterations 
of buildings, but it is not enough to insure the present and fu- 
ture home owner that their homes and buildings are being built 
and repaired faithfully according to plans, or safely in regard 
to fire prevention and proper construction. I strongly urge the 
adoption of a building ordinance in order to give our citizens 
the best possible protection.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Library Trustees are pleased to give a summary for 
1963. As usual the children of all ages have been the most 
frequent participants. New citizens in town are obviously using 
and enjoying the Library. Those living in the Housing for the 
Elderly find the proximity convenient. With the increase in 
adult use, the Trustees have provided a number of new adult 
books and continued the large and varied selection of maga- 
zines. lhe need for a record player is still unfilled. Mrs. Pratt 
has continued the generous use of her own machine for the 
story hours she has held during the summer. 

A total of 323 new books were purchased. Included in the 
250 of these for juveniles, a large number replaced the worn 
ouc books used by young children; 73 were new books for aduits. 
Total circulation figures were 11,897 which indicates an increase 
over last year of 492. In addition 294 books were loaned to the 
-school. 

The Petite Chapelle chapter of the American Legion Aux- 
iliary presented a book on the life of John F. Kennedy. Seven 
other adult books were given anonymously. Some very fine 
illustrated books were purchased with the interest from Bul- 
finch, Loomis and Ryan bequests. A book plate distinguisnes 
these additions appropriately. 

Miss Grace Crosier and Mrs. George Pratt, the librarians 
were assi-ted by Justina Kielec, Marie Lastowski, Marjorie Pratt 
end Lois Stiles. The Trustees are most grateful to the librar- 
ians and custodians for their usual excellent service during the 
past year. 

‘~The new door installed at the Middle Street entrance has 
proved such an improvement that the Trustees plan to have a 
Similar one placed at the Russell Street entrance. 

In order to continue the good work of both libraries, we are 
requesting the sum of thirty-six hundred dollars ($3,600.00) plus 
interest from invested funds and the dog tax refund for 1963. 
As Goodwin Memorial Library is a member of the Regional Li- 
brary Association, the Town receives a per capita reimburse- 
ment from state funds.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Hadley School Committee met and organized on Febru- 
ary 12, 1963. John Kelley was elected chairman, Edward C. 
Wanczyk, vice chairman, and Superintendent of Schools Edward 
Hulecki, secretary, for the ensuing year. During the months 
that followed regularly scheduled meetings were held on the 
first Monday of every month. Special meetings were held as 
needed--sometimes weekly. Attendance by School Committee 
members at all meetings was almost perfect making the work 
of the committee more efficient. 


During the month of March many committee members at- 
tended the Seminar for School Committees which is held every 
second year at the University of Massachusetts. The Seminar 
consisted of five weekly meetings each with a speaker on some 
phase of school committee activity followed by an open discussion. 
Your committee also has membership in the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees and attended many state and 
regional meetings. We feel that by attending these extra activ- 
ities we contribute to our effectiveness as school committee 
members. 


Personne! 

Our teacher turnover continues at an average rate. Al- 
though we endeavor to keep our better teachers in Hadley, the 
lure of higher salaries, retirement and other factors contribute 
to this turnover. 


A new salary schedule which keeps Hadley in line with 
surrounding towns of social and economic parallels will go into 
effect in September 1964. 


A Senior teacher bonus, effective September 1963, rewards 
teachers for twenty years of service in Hadley with an annual 
increase of $150 and for those of thirty years of service in Hadley 
with a two hundred and fifty dollar annual increase. 


General 


A summer reading program was held this past summer with 
excellent results. If the interest in this type of program con- 
tinues it can be expanded to include arithmetic, science, etc. 
Driver Education is now offered to students after school hours 
and is conducted by a driving school certified by the state. This 
change released instructor time and classroom space for aca- 
demic subjects. 
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A new program of Physical Education for the complete sys- 
tem was initiated in September 1963. The committee feels very 
fortunate to have acquired the services of Mrs. Sarah Kelley 
Mack as its full time instructor. This expanded program should 
prove beneficial to all children in the system. 


Although a full time guidance instructor still has not been 
obtained the guidance program at Hopkins Academy has re- 
corded some accomplishments. During the past year Mr. Zalot 
has directed the program and will continue until a Guidance 
Director is hired. 


In a small school system such as Hadley’s it is not possible 
to have as wide a choice of subjects in the curriculum as in 
larger systems. However, the committee is aware that changes 
in education call for changes in or additions to its basic curric- 
ulum. With this in mind the committee has made plans to in- 
troduce Educational TV into our system as soon as it is practical. 
We hope that this will be possible during the coming year. 
‘Plans for the future call for the possible introduction of con- 
versational French in the elementary grades, the re-introduction 
of supervised handwriting, as well as full time guidance and 
an expanded science and reading program. 


The committee is aware of the need for vocational training 
for those students who cannot absorb fully an academic program. 
However, the majority of the committee have sincere doubts as 
to the value of the vocational agriculture course that we pres- 
ently offer at Hopkins Academy. Perhaps it would be more ben- 
eficial for the students to attend Smith’s School or some other 
trade school where they could become qualified in the field of 
their choice. Although federal and state funds assist this pro- 
gram it becomes increasingly difficult to justify the town’s cost 
for such few participants. Valuable classroom space could be 
obtained from the extra large area of Hopkins presently de- 
voted to shop. 


An article calling for the construction and furnishing of an 
additional classroom in Hopkins Academy will be found in the 
Town Warrant. This room will be constructed on the westerly 
side of the shop area which is presently used for storage. The 
committee hopes that this article will be acted on favorably. 


Physical Plant 


Much has been done to keep Hadley schools in the best pos- 
sible condition. The exterior trim of Hopkins Academy and 
Russell School and one room in Hooker school were painted. A 
new dishwasher was purchased for the cafeteria from school 
lunch profits. A black top driveway was extended along the 
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south side of Hooker school facilitating bus loading and unload- 
ing. We experienced more than an average amount of emer- 
gency repairs such as Russell school lavatories that were frozen 
last winter, in addition to many minor but expensive repairs in 
other buildings. 


Budget 

The preceding paragraphs have indicated that the cost of 
education is not static even in Hadley. School committees of the 
past years as well as the present one have worked on a very close 
budget. We feel that the taxpayers of Hadley should have an 
explanation for exceeding our budget and will be found in the 
Superintendent’s report elsewhere in this book. We are indeed 
sorry that, besides exceeding our present year’s budget we must 
ask for such a significant budget increase for 1964. However, 
if we are to continue to give to our young people of Hadley the 
education they need to compete with their contemporaries we 
have no alternative. 


Conclusion 


The School Committee extends its grateful thanks to the 
Olde Hadley Lions Club for the new vision tester that was pre- 
sented to them in November. This new machine speeds up the 
process of eye testing. 


It is hoped by the Committee that the town will approve 
the plans of the Building Committee who have been working 
diligently since last October. It is further hoped that any ar- 
ticles in the Town Warrant relative to this committee will be 
voted on favorably. What better way can congratulations be 
extended to Hopkins Academy on their three hundred anniver- 
sary than approval of construction for a much needed gym- 
nasium. 


We wish to thank school personnel and all town officers for 
the cooperation given this committee during the past year. 
Special thanks go to Mr. Zatyrka and his highway department 
for their aid in the year past.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of Hadley: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as Superinten- 
dent of the Hadley Public Schools. 


Last year’s report was devoted to my philosophy of educa- 
tion. This report includes objective information relative to the 
degree to which the purposes of education are being achieved 
and to acquaint the public with methods and procedures used. 


Public schools are only as good as the public understands 
their role and can actually see and feel their dividends in our 
culture. Public schools can be destroyed by public apathy or 
someone may be deprived of a quality education unless the ma- 
jority of citizens exercise their right to vote on educational 
matters The purpose of Governor Edward Hopkins’ trust fund 
_was to establish an institution to train youth “for the public 
service of the country in future years’. Too many believe that 
the prime purpose of education is to help.us get more material 
things. The highest purpose of all education is to help us gain a 
reverence for life, love of life, and a desire to help others live 
a better life. 


The teachers of the Hadley schools are concerned with many 
activities and services. They are providing the basic skills and 
knowledges while they are recognizing the child as a “Total 
Person”. Through suitable teaching, surroundings, and experi- 
ences, we hope to establish the physical and mental health of 
each child. We also strive to provide experiences that will fos- 
ter growth in democratic living and venture to provide for in- 
dividual differences. Our staff is continually striving to improve 
our evolving curriclum without making radical judgments. 


Curriculm reorganization is most practical after objective 
and dependable facts have been provided by a good testing pro- 
gram. An evaluation of our testing program is being conducted. 
The customary battery of achievement tests was administered 
last spring. The 1964 revised achievement tests will be given 
this spring. Some of the areas of testing which will get atten- 
tion are: special reading and achievement test; mental ability 
tests; individual tests; interest inventories and diagnostic tests 
in special fields. There is an essential degree of fairness in 
testing. Tests serve as impartial yardsticks by which pupils’ 
attainments are measured. It is helpful for pupils to know their 
strengths and weaknesses so that they may capitalize on the 
former and work to overcome the latter. 
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The staff of the Hadley schools provide an informal guid- 
ance program, teachers refer to reports, inventories, or records 
to assist students in dealing with particular problems. Many 
candidates have been interviewed for a formal guidance pro- 
gram, but it is difficult to find a highly trained professional 
guidance counselor who would do justice to a formal guidance 
program. A follow-up survey of the class of 1963 will be made 
by next spring We need some evidence from former graduates 
of what they consider as indicators of necessary changes for the 
better preparation of our students’ progress beyond high school. 


The parent-teacher conferences that were started this fall 
have helped our teachers become aware of home influence on 
learning, and they have developed a better insight of the pupils 
with whom they were working. All phases of the conference sit- 
uation helped both parents and teachers to discuss strengths, 
weaknessess and motivational factors that could be used to make 
the child more efficient in school. 


We are concerned that boys and girls be led to assume in- 
creased responsibility for their own learning. The new S RA 
reading series in grades five and six requires that each child 
read at his own level and at his own speed independently. SRA 
independent reading helps to increase the shift of responsibility 
from the teacher to the child; this is a step to eliminate the 
lock-step teaching and spoon fed mass instruction. These in- 
dividualized reading experiences continue under the teacher’s 
supervision. 


We conducted a Summer Reading Program for pupils who 
needed extra help and could best benefit from this type of pro- 
gram. Three teachers carried out this program. Seventy-two 
pupils took advantage of this opportunity to strengthen their 
reading skills. In our Summer Reading Program we stressed 
phonics, or phonetics the science of dealing with word sounds. 


The aim of our elementary Physical Education program is 
to help contribute toward health, physical fitness, social ef- 
ficiency and culture. We anticipate that many of the physical 
education experiences provided by our physical education in- 
structor will have a carry-over value into adult life. 


On November 19, 1963, the Teachers’ Science Workshop was 
held at the Hooker School for all teachers in grades K through 
6 and the Junior High School Science teacher. The workshop 
was held from 1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. Miss Margaret Fuller, D.C. 
Health Science Consultant, worked with teachers while they 
constructed various experiment models. Several Science Cur- 
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riculm meetings have been held, and plans are being made to 
study Math and Language Arts curriclum in 1964. 


The committee has continuously studied the salary schedule 
with a view toward improving it to meet the needs of senior 
teachers and new staff members alike. The committee has shown 
an interest in attracting well prepared teachers, and they are 
also interested in retaining new professional staff members who 
fulfill their original promise. The committee has also shown 
their interest in long service by rewarding staff members who 
have provided long and successful service to the town of Hadley. 


The budgetary process of forecasting the necessary receipts 
and expenditures involves a study of educational needs. Our 
school year runs from July 1 to June 30, while our fiscal year 
runs from January 1 to December 31. Since our school year 
does not correspond with our fiscal year, we are confronted 
- with changes in such factors as a professional staff salary sched- 
ule, additional staff needs, and new educational programs. Many 
of the changes mentioned plus the fact that needs of specific 
instructional areas change with new personnel and the Summer 
Reading Programs are factors that made us exceed our 1963 
budget. Our budgetary process shows an evaluation of the ed- 
ucational program plus a pupil population growth. The budget 
has served the educational program rather than controlled it. 
The school budget should be everyone’s concern because it op- 
erates and maintains one of the people’s important social in- 
stitutions. 


- Plans are being made for a Science Fair at which time out- 
standing projects produced by both elementary and secondary 
school students will be recognized. We hope that some civic 
groups within the community will sponsor these efforts and 
offer awards for outstanding contributions and exhibits. 


With the help of the National Defense Education Act we 
plan to use television in the Hadley schools next year. Channel 
82 of Amherst will have preplanned, tested, and edited programs 
that play a unique role as a supplement to other devices and 
techniques in the teaching process. 


More pupils are being transported to school this year, and 
the number will increase next year. Three of the four town- 
operated buses are making two trips before school and two trips 
after school. In order to terminate the long double run to the 
Rocky Hill area, another bus may be obtained by contract. 
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We could conduct a more efficient Secondary School Music 
program if we had improved facilities to accommodate the vo- 
cal-musie and instrumental music program. We could improve 
our General Science and Biology courses if each course could be 
taught in the same classroom every day of the week. Upon 
completion of a good industrial arts program, a student should 
be a trained technician who can take his place in the industrial 
community. We need improved facilities for an adequate in- 
dustrial arts program. A gymnasium, a cafeteria-auditorium, a 
multipurpose room and a music room are the facilities needed 
to carry on our school program more efficiently. Space will be 
provided in the existing Hopkins Academy building for special 
academic classrooms. 


The Hadley School Building Needs Committee has devoted 
a great deal of time studying the school needs problems. Please 
give their report your careful consideration. The community 
will be the final judge to determine its needs for improved 
facilities. Public planning reflects the community’s interest in 
providing quality education for its children. 


In closing I call your attention to the reports and statistics 
which follow and express my appreciation to the school staff, 


town officers. parents and School Committee for their coopera- 
tion during the past year.

ADDITIONAL FACILITIES 


At the time of this writing (December), the plans of the 
School Building Needs Committee are not known. However, I 
urge the townspeople to back the plans of this committee for I 
have complete confidence in their judgment and the facilities 
are certainly needed. 


In previous town reports, I have mentioned the inadequacies 
of our present gymnasium. At last year’s town meeting it seemed 
to be the opinion of the majority of the people present that it 
would not be economical for the town to expend a great deal 
of money to repair the present gym as it still would be inad- 
equate. With increased enrollments in the high school, the girls’ 
dressing room, the girls’ shower facilities, the boys’ dressing 
rooms, the boys’ shower facilities and the storage space becomes 
more inadequate each year. During last year’s basketball season, 
the playing condition of the floor also became a problem. This 
condition prompted the other schools in the Hampshire Basket- 
ball League at its annual meeting in the spring to vote “that 
the Hampshire Basketball League, comprised of the principals 
and coaches of the member schools, go on record as protesting 
the hazardous playing conditions which exist at the Hopkins 
Academy basketball court, and urging that the school committee 
of Hadley take steps to remedy the situation.” This vote came 
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after discussing the possibility of Hopkins Academy playing its 
home games on a neutral court rather than in our present gym. 
This action was deemed too drastic as a first step and the above 
motion was voted. The school committee did all in its power to 
correct the situation last year but it appears the only solution 
is new construction. This prompted the school committee to call 
for a Building Needs Committee to provide for a new gym- 
nasium. I urge the townspeople to back the plan of the Com- 
mittee to solve this pressing problem. 


Those who have viewed any activity held in our gymnasium 
know of the need for auditorium facilities. For any dramatic 
production or musical production needing a stage, the stage has 
to be enlarged. This means that part of the floor must be used 
for the stage. The stage has to be taken down during the day 
so that the gym can be used for physical education classes and 
basketball practice and put back up again in the evening for 
rehearsals. With the music room used six periods a day for aca- 
demic classes, the need for an auditorium is pointed out as never 
before. Much time is lost from the band and glee club rehearsal 
periods by setting up the chairs and music stands for this can- 
not be done ahead of time. 


Classroom space continues to be the number one problem. 
Last year I wrote that it might be necessary to construct an ad- 
ditional classroom in the shop area if registration figures in- 
dicated it was necessary. The figures showed that one less Home 
Economics class was needed than anticipated making that room 
available for classes other than Home Economics. Also, by hav- 
ing the same time schedule in the junior high and senior high 
this year, the high school could use junior high class rooms when 
the junior high students were elsewhere. In addition, by sched- 
uling all large academic classes during the first two pericds, 
the study halls were small enough to fit into the library leaving 
the classroom normally used for a study hall available for ac- 
ademic classes. All of these measures together allowed all the 
classes to be scheduled into existing rooms without the construc- 
tion of the additional room. I’m sure we will not be as lucky 
next year. 


While all the classes are meeting in the existing rooms many 
are meeting in rooms not suited for their purposes. Four science 
classes never meet in the lab at all. One meets in the typing 
room, two in the shop classroom, and one in the French class- 
room. Two others meet in the lab only three days a week. The 
Problems of Democracy class meets three days a week in an 
English room and two days a week in the Home Economics 
room. Two math classes meet three days a week in Room 112 
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(music room converted into a math room) and two days a week 
in a junior high class room. I think it is obvious additional 
classrooms facilities are needed. Again, may I urge support of 
the School Building Needs Committee in its desire to provide 
these facilities. 


TERCENTENARY YEAR 


The school year 1963-64 is the Tercentenary Year of Hopkins 
Academy. The school was founded in 1664 as a result of a sum 
of money left in the will of Governor Edward Hopkins of Con- 
necticut “to give some encourgement in those foreign planta- 
tions for the breeding of hopeful youth both at the grammar 
school and college, for the public service of the country in future 
years”. One of the men named by Governor Hopkins in his will 
to be a trustee of this fund of money was William Goodwin, an 
early settler of Hadley, who used a portion of the money to es- 
tablish a school here. The rest of the money went to establish 
another school, Hopkins Grammer School in New Haven, Con- 
necticut and to Harvard College. 


To celebrate this historic event the school has carried out 
and is planning a number of events. Briefly they are as follows: 


September—Official opening of the Tercentenary year 
October—Varity Show 
November—Senior Play 
December—Exchange Christmas Concert with Turners Falls 
February—vVisit by Hopkins Grammer School of New 
Haven, Connecticut 
March—Participation in the Small Schools Basketball Tour- 
| nament 
May—Host to the Western Mass. Music Festival 
June—Elks Club Flag Day Ceremony in Hadley with the 
~ school to provide the opening flag ceremony. 
—Graduation, June 23 - Speaker Attorney James A. 
Reed, Assistant Secretary of the United States Treas- 
ury and the nephew of James P. Reed, Principal of 
Hopkins Academy from 1914 to 1950. 


Throughout the entire year, approximately once a month, 
Mrs. Margaret Dwyer, wife of the chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of Hopkins Academy Attorney William E. Dwyer, has 
been giving assembly programs on the history of Hopkins Acad- 
emy so that all the students could become aware of the histor- 
ical background of the school. 


In addition to this school celebration, the Alumni Associat- 
ion of Hopkins is planning a most interesting Alumni Day on 
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Saturday, June 27, 1964. Their plans, while incomplete, are 
generally as follows: 
10:00 a.m. Photograph collection display 
Movies and slides of old classes 
Art and craft exhibit by noted alumni 
1:30 Punch served in the Home Economics Room 
3:00 - 5:00 Band Concert 
5:00 - 7:00 Chicken Barbeque Dinner

8:00 - 8:45 Pageant depicting the history of the school. 
8:45 - 12:00 Dancing at the American Legion Home 
All of these activities are open to Alumni, their families, 
friends and all interested townspeople. 


MEMBERS OF THE CLASS OF 1963 


HOPKINS ACADEMY 


The Hopkins Academy class of 1963 numbered 44 students. 
Of this number, 8 were accepted into four year colleges. How- 
ever, two of these decided to enter nurses training programs 
instead so that 6 are now enrolled in four year colleges. This 
number represents 13.6% of the class which is a lower percent- 
age than recent graduating classes. Twenty-five of the 44 class 
members (56.8% have continued their education beyond high 
school which, while still below the average of recent classes, is 
still above the average for the entire Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts (51.2%). The breakdown of the class of 1963 is as 
follows: 
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In conclusion IJ would like to thank all the town officials 
for their sincere interest in Hopkins Academy and their willing- 
ness to helo in any capacity asked of them during the past year.

SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the Hadley 
School Committee: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the 1962-1963 school 
year. 


Physical Exams 

The total number of children having routine physical exam- 
inations were 398. The number of children examined by the 
school physician - 2392. The number of children examined by 
their own physician - 6. The number of children examined with 
parents present - 2. The number of children referred by school 
physician for further treatment or diagnosis - 24. The number 
of children who completed referral by visiting private physician 
- 20. 


Clinics 

The polio clinics were held in the Hadley schools. Permis- 
sion slips were distributed in the schools, and parents filled out 
and signed them. The State Department recommended that three 
shots be given. The majority of our students received the three 
Sabin oral shots at the schools. Pre-school children and infants 
over two months of age received their shots at the Town Hall. 
1,120 students received the sabin oral immunization. A total of 
3,360 received sabin oral immunizations.

Clinics were held under the direction of Dr. Maurice Ken- 
nedy with Mrs. Vanasse, the school nurse, assisted by members 
of the public health committee. 


Sabin Oral Clinics held: May 2, 4, 19, 20, 31, June 7, 23, 
July 7, 1962, January 30, and March 20, 1963. 


For weeks in advance of actual testing, clinics, etc., much 
preparation must be made. 


Two students attended the Mental Health Center Associa- 
tion, Holyoke, Mass. These centers deal primarily with children 
who suffer from cerebral palsy or those who suffer emotional 
or behavioral problems. If a child has an emotional, behavioral 
or learning problem, the mental health center with its skilled 
professional staff will give maximum assistance. 


We also have several children attending the Cerebral Palsy 
Clinic in Northampton. A few children are being treated in 
Boston and a few by their own physicians. 


The number of children attending the orthoepedic clinic in 
Greenfield and Springfield was four. 

The past year we have had six students attending the speech 
and hearing clinics at the speech center at Amherst. 


Dental Health Program 


The Dental Examination Request form was used this year. 
Number of request forms distributed to grades Kindergarten 
through 6 - 510. Number of request forms signed by dentists 
completing dental care and returned to school --269. 

The Tine tuberculin test is to be done in the Hadley Schools 
this spring. All children in grades one and 12 are to be tested. 
This is one of the oldest and most reliable of medical diagnostic 
tests. 


Its importance lies in its safety, its simplicity, aids diagnostic 
significance and in the fact that it helps to reduce the number 
of exposures to X-ray radion for a large majority of our school 
children. 


The purpose of this test is to determine whether or not a 
person has come in contact with active tuberculosis. This school 
health service is given without expense to you, but it is not 
given without the written request of the parents or guardian. 


Two children were taken to Northampton for X-rays after 
showing positive Mantoux reactions. The films proved to be 
negative. 
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The vaccinations were checked on all new students and first 
grade children. The parents were notified of the Mass. State 
law as to small pox immunization. 


Annual census of physically handicapped children in Hadley 
schools - 42. 


The services of the Mass. Rehabilitation Commission are 
available for any resident of Mass. of legal employable age, 
either male or female, who has a physical or mental disability 
which is a substantial employment handicap and who reason- 
ably may be expected to be fitted for remunerative employment. 


The Lions Club has done it again!! 


King Lion, Patrick Kelleher; Michael Pekala, chairman of 
Sight Conservation Committee; John Kelley; Philip Goulet; and 
Edward Tudryn of the Vision Conservation Committee, pre- 
sented the Titmus School Vision Tester to the Hadley Schools. 


The recently approved Titmus Optical School Vision Tester 
uses a lens system to simulate a twenty foot distance; thus the 
tests can be given in a small test room. This one factor is of 
special importance in our school system where overcrowded 
school buildings make it difficult to reserve a 20 foot area for 
school vision tests. 


Report on Vision Conservation Program;

This year the Mass,. Department of Public Health Division 
of Communicable Diseases has drafted a proposed ‘Isolation & 
Quarentine Regulations for Mass.” 


The childhood diseases remained at seasonably low levels. 
The number of communicable diseases in school: 
Measles 2 Chicken pox 50 
German Measles 1 Mumps 22 
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Over 732 children reported to the nurses’ office for first 
aid or sudden illnesses. 

The number of consultations, home visits, and follow-up 
visits to the homes have increased considerably. The defects of 
vision, hearing and defects found during physical examinations 
are reported to parents by mail. The parents of our children 
have given me splendid cooperation. 

The following courses were taken by your school nurse: 

Refresher courses in Techniques of Screening Vision and 
Hearing. Mr. James Gentile, Instructor. 

Orientation classes in Mental Health (10 classes from 1 - 5 
P.M. at Northampton State Hospital by Mr. Peters) 

In-Service Education on Tuberculosis. 

5 two hour sessions, the first session was held in the 
auditorium of the Western Mass. Hospital. All other sessions 
were held at the Western Mass. Public Health Center. 

Instructions in our new T/O School Vision Tester by J. 
Gentile. 

Once again I wish to express my appreciation to the Super- 
intendent, Mr. Hulecki, Dr. Kennedy, members of the school 
committee, town officials, my co-workers, both teaching and 
non-teaching as well as many others who have been so helpful 
to me during the past year.
